of the American Numismatic Society, 
which opened, March 12, at the home of the 
society, 156th St. and Broadway, New York, 
and continued during the month, proved of 
much interest to the many visitors and was 
a most representative and comprehensive 
exhibit of medals, medallions and examples 
of bas-rclief models in plaster, wax, terra- 
cotta, bronze and marble. An _ invitation 
was sent out during the Autumn of 1909 by 
the American Numismatic Society and re- 
sulted in a display of the work of con-

temporary medalists of this country and of 
many foreign lands. 

Exhibits of noted French, English, Ger- 
man, Italian and many other representative 
artisans, together with some of the best 
medalists of our own country, combined to 
make the exhibition one of international 
importance and interest. An opportunity 
was thus afforded to study closely the com- 
parative skill of many of the most famous 
workers and to observe the different modes 
of treatment of a variety of subjects. 

Prominent among the American medal- 
ists was an exhibition of the work of Victor 
D. Brenner, which included numerous ex- 
amples of this well-known medalist’s work. 
Mr. Brenner, though long known to the 
jewelry trade and to artists, is known to the 
public better, perhaps, than any other Amer- 
ican artist-artisan, because of the fact that 





he designed the Lincoln cent now so com- 
mon. The first pennies struck from his de- 
sign bore his initials, ““V. D. B.,” but these 
were afterward removed from the dies.

Rome in 1875, medal of the second class 
of the Salon of 1882, and medal of the first 
class, bestowed for the first time on an 
engraver of medals, in 1885. At the Uni- 
versal Exposition of 1889 he took the spe 
cial prize. He was made chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor in 1885, officer in October, 
1889, member of the Institute in 1888, taking 
the place of Bertinot, copper plate engraver 
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“From the commencement of the century 


the engraver of medals had been repre- 
sented in the Institute only by one artist. 
Through the initiative of M. Chaplain the 
place, formerly abolished, was re-established 
in favor of M. Roty. He received the 
medal of honor, given for the first time to 
an engraver, in 1907.

public by the French coin ‘La Semeuse’ and 
the money of Albert I., Prince of Monaco. 
Che plaquette of Carnot may also be noted, 
‘La République casquéz,’ ‘L'Amour console 
l’Humanité,’ ‘La’ Vierge,’ etc.” , 

Over 75 different examples of his work 
were on exhibition, among which were the 
group shown on the front cover of this 
issue, which include a study of Marie Au- 
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gustine Roty, and numerous medals and 
plaques. Among other medals shown is 
one in honor of “Michel Eugene Chevreul, 
membre De L’Academie Des Sciences,” and 
a study entitled “In Labore Quies,” both of 
which are also illustrated herewith. 

Other works by Roty which were ex 
hibited include Enseignement des jeunes 
files, Léon Say (obverse and reverse), Ex- 
position de Rouen, Avancement des 
sciences, Gustave Adolphe Hirn (bronze), 
Mathieu Edouard et Rose Pauline Aynard, 
Sir John Pope Hennessey, etc.

Beautiful Diamond Necklace Recently Sold 
at Columbus, 0. 


N a recent issue of the JEWELERS’ Circu- 
LAR-WEEKLY mention was made of the 
fact that Harry J. Heimberger, 281 S. High 
St., Columbus, O., was showing what was 
said to be the largest single piece of jewelry 
ever sold in Columbus. It was an elaborate 
necklace made by Gebhardt Bros., Cincin 
nati, and contained 125 full-cut diamonds 
An illustration of this piece appears here- 
with, 

There are nine pendants attached to the 
necklace, each on separate hinges, so that 
the piece will conform to the shape of the 
neck and breast. The design shows flowers 
with leaves, blossoms and fruit. Each leaf 
contains a small diamond; the berries are 
stones a little larger, and the calyx is 
represented by stones still larger, about one 
carat each. 

[he necklace proper is studded with 21 
stones, graduated in size up to a_ two- 
carat gem in the center. The largest stone 
drops from.the center pendant.

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The Heraldic Menagerie Briefly Described and Explained.

ERE would appear to be a good spot on 
which to recite a few of the many odd 
heraldic peculiarities attending the blazon- 
ing of animals. When animals are honored 
with a collar they are generally “gorged” 
with it. Animals wearing hair in the form 
of manes are “crined,” as are horses, lions, 
wild boars, etc. The animal whose tongue 
is displayed is “langued.” Tails, such as 
snakes, when knotted are “mowed.” Ani- 
mals that are timid, or of the non-fighting 
class, when facing one another are “respect- 
ing,” but animals of prey face to face ramp- 
ant are “combattant.” Animals standing 
side by side are “accosted,” but when back 
to back they are “addorsed.” When an ani- 
mal is posed as, looking out of the page, it 
is “affrontée,” and if in the act of walking 
it is “ambulant.” The peacock with its tail 
displayed is “in pride.” The pelican is “in 
its piety” when feeding its young. The leg 
of a beast of prey is a “jambe” or “gambe,” 
and is used as a heraldic device. The horse- 
shoe in heraldry is a “ferr.” 

The knight without his horse was a piti- 
ful creature; so, you may be sure, that he 
brought his faithful steed into the heraldic 
equipment. There are equine supporters in 
the arms of numerous families, one of 
which is given in Fig. 26. A peculiar fact

about the heraldic equipment of the horse 
is the continual misuse of the terms by 
those who should know better. The horse, 
when armed with all the paraphernalia for 
the battle field, such -as chamfrons, crou- 
pieres, etc., was called caparisoned. When 
decked in the gay trappings of a gala event 
he was barded and the trappings are 
bardings. 
THE UNICORN. 

But the great horse of heraldry is the uni- 
corn. This wild, horned horse, called a 
fictitious animal, is represented in our day 
only by several horns, but until within the 
last few hundred years people were using 
unicorn horn ground and in solution for 
bodily ailments, and with marvelous effects, 
we are told. How could they be using the 
horn of a fictitious animal? We may call 


it a mythological creature, but what is more 
real at this date than the mythology? The 
unicorn was fleeter than the horse, there- 
fore it-was almost impossible to catch him. 
Every animal in the mythology was some- 
thing more of something than any other 
thing in the world—that’s what makes it 
interesting. Well, the unicorn had to be 
caught, of course. I don’t know why, do 
you? But everything that was marvelous 
and scarce those days had to be caught and 
killed, like our own fictitious buffalo that 
was a bison, and our Indians that had 
never seen or smelt India at all, unless it 
was india-rubber. Now the only thing tnat 
could tame the wild unicorn was a comely 
maiden. Unicorns, like some biped animals 
you and I know of, never could stand the 
charms of a beauteous maid. So the uni- 
corn hunters put a pretty damsel on his 
track and the speeding monster instantly 
stopped, fell down on the ground and went 
to sleep on the fair maid’s lap; then the 
bold hunters killed the heraldic beast till he 
was extinct. 

And the only unicorns we possess at the 
present day are doing duty as supporters 
to shields. They belong to the royal insig- 
nia. Two unicorns were supporters of the 
Royal Scottish Arms. James later used 
one as a supporter with the lion on the 
other side, as it remains to the present day. 
The arms of the Goldsmiths’ Company has 
another. But in case you never saw a uni- 
corn, Fig. 27 will give you a fair idea of its

appearance. It had the body of a horse, 
cloven hoofs of a stag and a lion’s tail 
sometimes took the place of the horse’s tail. 
Under the chin was a lovely goatee, and on 
the hind legs were two more like you find 
usually on the heraldic lion. A goat-like 
form of unicorn appears in foreign heraldry. 

Having given mention to the horse in 
heraldry, we must not omit his and our 
faithful friend the dog. The canine family 
are represented in heraldry by the short- 
eared mastiff; in armorial bearing he often 
appears under the title of “alant,” or 
“aland.” In the crest of Thomas West- 
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faling Freston we find (see Fig. 28) a 
“greyhound sable collared or.” In Fig. 29

we have a dog that is known as a talbot— 
it is the sign of the Talbot family. 
THE BOAR, 

One of the great sports of our early 
forefathers was the boar hunt. Kings and 
their knights of the court used to ride into 
the forest, where they dismounted ;* then 
on foot the enraged tusked brute charged 
them, to be slain with a spear held in firm, 
unflinching hand. No wonder some of 
the mighty hunters of that day selected the 
wild boar for a blazon on their shields. 
And in the evening, when the hungry sports 
sat around the banquet board (no pun in- 
tended), the boar’s head made its appear- 
ance on a charger toothsomely cooked to a 
turn, yet retaining all the characteristics

The boar’s head held 
a favored location on the wassail board, 
above the salt. The Germans still main- 
tain the sport, and spearing the wild boar 


of the living, tusker. 
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is a privilege of the nobility, then as now. 
But don’t talk about a boar in heraldry, 
please, for in woodcraft and the chase, bear- 
ing a noble relationship to our penned hog, 
it is a sanglier. A boar argent (silver) 
was the Yorkist badge. The Etzinger 
family shield bears a sanglier “rampant 
armed and crined or,” as shown in Fig. 30. 

Our delicatessen type of boar’s head 
(Fig. 31) is a very old charge on heraldic

arms. In the earliest “Rolls of Arms” 
boars’ heads are found when there was 
no other animal blazoned beside the lion. 

The bear in heraldy is the Appenzell 
(Switzerland) arms, as shown in Fig. 32.

Our “heraldic menagerie” is stocked 
with birds, beasts and fishes. Of the im- 
perial eagle you have heard already. A 
bird frequently met with is known as a 
martiet. In early days it had all its mem- 
bers intact, but later the English heralds 
robbed it of both its legs. Sometimes it 
is sans beak (always in French heraldry). 
It is found in the arms of the Duchy of 
Lorraine (Fig. 23) on the left dexter base 
(lower left-hand side). The gannet, or 


cannet, is just such another martyr to 
heraldic needs. It is likewise legless and 
beakless. You will find one on the upper 


(sinister chief) right-hand corner of that 
same shield of Lorraine. The raven fig- 
ures in heraldic devices, such as the Blun- 
dell family arms. The falcon and the 
hawk, both used for the field sports, are 
often found as charges. 

Among the finned and shell-clad creatures 
of the sea we have the dolphin (see Fig. 33).

On ancient Grecian pottery we find the dol- 
phin figuring on shields evidently as the 
bearer’s device. In “canting” heraldry we 
find Giles de Fishbourne (time of Henry 


III.) used the dolphin. But the most noted 
bearer of the dolphin sign is, of course, the 
French dauphin, heir apparent to the 
French throne (“or a dolphin azure”). 
Fig. 33 shows a favorite form of heraldic 
dolphin. 

The escallop, or scallop shell, was in 
heraldry the device of a pilgrim, and is 
found on armorial arms. ‘The leveret 
(heraldic rabbit) is in the “allusive arms 
of the Leverett family,” as shown in Fig. 34.

The heralds at times, but very rarely, 
associate with themselves the insect tribe, 
such as bees, butterflies and house flies. 
Snails also rarely creep into their devices. 
Bats, with wings displayed, are on the 
shield of Hugo Bostock (about A. D, 1435), 
This is not our Hamburg Bostock of 
menagerie fame, 

However, it is time, high time, to close 
this beastly topic. What’s the use; you

can’t swallow the whole “heraldic menag- 
erie” with one dose.

Death of Oscar N. Whipple. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April 27.—Oscar N.: 
Whipple, a well-known jeweler and senior 
member of the firm of E. A. Whipple & 
Sons, is dead. Mr. Whipple was taken ill 
about a week ago with a severe cold which 
grew worse and terminated in pleuro-pneu- 
monia, which resulted fatally Monday 
afternoon. 

Mr. Whipple was 62 years of age and 
was born in Springfield, which has always 
been his home. He was educated in the 
public schools. At the age of 16 years he 
found employment with his father, E. A. 
Whipple, who founded a jewelry business 
many years ago, and remained with him 
for three years. After that he secured a 
position with a watch company then lo- 
cated in Springfield, and with this company 
learned the watch industry in all its 
branches. Having perfected himself in this 
line he entered into partnership with his 
father and remained a member of the firm 
for 28 years, up to the time of his death. 


In 1900 the elder Whipple turned the 
business over to his two sons, the deceased 
and his brother, Chas. E. Whipple. The 
senior died that same year and the sons 
have conducted it since under the old style. 
The first of this year the firm moved into 
the new building that had just been com- 
pleted and the deceased took great pride 
in the store. 

Mr. Whipple was fond of motoring and 
hunting and took annual trips to Maine 
during the deer season. He is survived by 
a widow and three children, Robert E., 
Lulu E. and Bessie Whipple. Two brothers, 
Chas. E., of this city, and Fred E., of New 
York, and two sisters, Mrs. Jesse Ring and 
Mrs, A, F. Pepper, also survive. 

The funeral was held to-day. 





Death of Hiram G. Sisson. 


Jamestown, N. Y., April 27.—The funeral 
of Hiram G. Sisson, who died Monday, 
April 21, was held in Fredonia last Thurs- 
day afternoon. Mr. Sisson, who was 83 
years old, was a practising optician, had 
been a resident of Jamestown for 15 years, 
and had gone to Fredonia to make it his 
future home only a few days prior to his 
death. 

Deceased is survived by one son and two 
brothers, George W., of Jamestown, and 
Benjamin Sisson, of Fredonia. 


T. F. Sharp has gone from Dugger, Ind., 
to Vicksburg, Ind. 
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Receiver in Charge of S. F. Myers Co. in 
Involuntary Bankruptcy Proceed- 
ings Begun by Creditors. 

Following the filing of the petition in in- 
voluntary bankruptcy against the S. F. 
Myers Co., 47 Maiden Lane, New York, 
Tuesday afternoon of last week, as reported 
in THE JEWELERS’ CrrRCULAR-WEEKLY the 
next morning, Judge Hand appointed John 
Wilkie receiver in bankruptcy under a bond 
of $50,000, and he was authorized to con- 
tinue the business for a period of 10 days. 
The concern is a jobbing house handling 
all lines which come into the jewelry and 
kindred trades. 

In the petition asking for the appointment 
of a receiver it is stated that the assets of 
the S. F. Myers Co.’are valued at about 
$100,000 and the liabilities are in excess of 
$160,000. It is stated that the company 
employed over 40 persons and that Irving 
M. Myers, president of the corporation, has 
informed the creditors that internal dis- 
sension exists among the officers of the con- 
cern and that it has been impossible to con- 
duct the business under such conditions. 
The relationship between the treasurer, the 
president and other officers is strained and 
under the conditions the business could not 
be continued satisfactorily, it was stated. 

It is alleged that shortly prior to the 
filing of the petition the company purchased 
a large amount of merchandise, knowing at 
the time that it was insolvent. The amount 
of the outstanding accounts, it is stated, is 
in excess of $25,000. 

The petition in involuntary bankruptcy 
against the company, which was filed by 
Rosenberg & Daniel, Nebenzahl & Munk 
and J. F. Ansorge, alleged that property in 
excess of $1,000 has been transferred with 
intent to prefer certain credtors. Among 
other creditors, who have filed notices of 
appearance through their attorneys, are: 
Alois Kohn & Co. and the State Bank. 
Hays, Hershfield & Wolf are the attorneys 
for the petitioning creditors and for the 
receiver. 

Martin Charles Ansorge, of counsel for 
the petitioning creditors and for the 
receiver in bankruptcy, stated to a re- 
porter of THe JEweLers’ CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY 
that an inventory was taken last week, but 
owing to the fact that there are so many 
kinds of merchandise in the store no de- 
tailed appraisal of the stock has been made. 
The inventory was taken, he said, to give 
the receiver in bankruptcy a knowledge of 
what is in the stock. He estimated the 
merchandise assets at between $60,000 and 
$80,000 at cost value and outstanding ac- 
counts of $25,000 at face value. The liabili- 
ties he estimated at $160,000. Mr. Ansorge 
said that Irving Myers stated that the liabil- 
ities included a large claim, held by Mrs. 
Myers, amounting to between $40,000 and 
$70,000. 

Mr. Ansorge explained that under a new 
rule of the bankruptcy courts in this district 
when the assets of the estate are over $1,- 
000 a special master is appointed and the 
receiver must file with him a list of the 
names of all the creditors of the bankrupt, 
which list is open to inspection. The new 
rule also requires the special master to call 
a meeting of the creditors on five days’ 
notice, at which the receiver is required 
to make a report of the condition of the 
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estate and the creditors are authorized to 
appoint a committee or take other action. 
In the S. F. Myers Co. matter, he said, 
Referee in Bankruptcy John J. Townsend, 
45 Cedar St., had been appointed the special 
master and a list of the creditors has been 
filed with him. 

The attorney said that several of the 
creditors have demanded from the receiver 
in bankruptcy an inspection of the mer- 
chandise, claiming that certain articles be- 
long to them. These requests have all been 
promptly granted. 

J. L. Wilkie, the receiver in bankruptcy, 
is now continuing oniy the mail order busi- 
ness of the S. F. Myers Co, and no goods 
are being shipped on credit. A notice was 
posted Friday of a sale of the assets and 
the sale began Monday on the completion 
of the inventory. 

Mr. Ansorge estimates that a mail order 
business of $300,000 a year has been con- 
ducted. He said a rental of $12,000 a year 
had been paid for the store, with very little 
transient business and pointed out that a 
loft at $3,000 a year would have answered 
the purposes of the concern. 

The business conducted by this company 
is an old one in Maiden Lane and was 
started by S. F. Myers, who for many years 
was head of the firm of S. F. Myers & Co. 
In 1896 a receiver was appointed for it, 
when it had liabilities of nearly $1,000,000, 
the creditors receiving very little. The S. 
F. Myers Co. was reorganized in 1896, and 
the present officers are: Irving M. Myers. 
president; Henry M. Mannheimer, treas- 
urer, and Leonard S. Myers, secretary. 

A representative of the S. F. Myers Co. 
estimated the merchandise assets at from 
$70,000 to $75,000 and the liabilities at $155,- 
000, of which $110,000 is for merchandise 
and the remainder personal and bank in- 
debtedness. 

Hays, Hershfield & Wolf, attorneys for 
the receiver, sent out a letter to creditors 
last Thursday stating that a thorough in- 
vestigation is being made, in order to as- 
certain the cause of the failure and that a 
practical jewelry man has been installed as 
manager of the business. A large majority 
of the employes have been discharged and 
other steps taken to immediately reduce ex- 
penses, it is stated. Inventory is being 
taken, but is not yet completed, though 
it appeared that the cost value of the stock 
will approximate $70,000 and the outstand- 
ing accounts about $25,000. The liabilities 
are estimated at over $160,000 in the letter 
sent out by the attorneys.

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Swindler Who Ordered Jewelry and 


Diamonds from Many Firms Sent to 
Jail for Six Months. 


Pitrspurc, Pa. April 28—Bernard 
Turoff, alias Davis, the man arrested at 
Altoona several months ago on complaint 
of jewelers in New York and elsewhere, 
who was brought to Pittsburg where 
charges of using the United States mail for 
fraudulent purposes were laid before 
United States Commissioner W. T. Lindsay, 
yesterday went into the United States Cir- 
cuit Court and pleaded no defense to the 
charge and was sentenced by Judge James 
S. Young to serve six months in the Al- 
legheny County jail and to pay a fine of 
$100 and the costs of the prosecution. 

Turoff had been indicted on three dif- 
ferent charges because of the swindling 
scheme which he had carried on and if he 
had gone to trial and been convicted could 
have been sent to the penitentiary for a 
long term of years. As he pleaded guilty 
the court in sentencing him took this into 
consideration that he had saved the Govern- 
ment a great deal of expense in the cost 
of trying him. Turoff carried on his scheme 
through the mails. He represented that he 
had a store in Altoona and had stationery 
printed to substantiate his claim. He set 
forth in a sworn statement which he sent 
to merchants, asking that goods be sent to 
him on approval, that he was worth a stated 
sum of money, with practically no debts and 
that he owned the building in which his 
store is situated. Fortunately the scheme 
of Turoff, or Davis, as he was known by 
when arrested, was nipped in the bud be- 
fore jewelers had been swindled Some 
had a close call, however, for a few had 
already shipped some packages by mail, 
but those were intercepted at the post office 
at Altoona and held. 

Turoff carried on his operations all over 
the country and had mapped out plans to 
carry out a gigantic swindle. 








Assets and Liabilites of Edwin C. 
Morine as Shown by His Bank- 
ruptcy Schedules. 

Schedules in bankruptcy of Edwin C. 
Morine, formerly a wholesale jeweler at 9 
Maiden Lane, New York, were filed in the 
United States District Court at New York 
last Wednesday. They show liabilities of 
$10,381 in unsecured claims and nominal 
assets of $944, which include accounts, $534 
and stock in trade, $260, of which a dia- 
mond, valued at $200, is in the possession 

of Peter Bentley, Jersey City. 

Among the creditors named in_ the 
schedule whose claims are unsecured are: 
Bernice R. Morine, $6,500; Moses H. Har- 
ris, $500; Mr. Rosenthal, $500; H. E. 
Morine, $325; Paul Peret, $500; Timothy 
R. Boyle, $704; Corinne Russell, $425; 
Appleby Wagner Co., $635; New York 
Telephone Co., $135; L. M. Kirsch, $102. 
Most of the debts were contracted as a 
partner in the firm of Robert O’Donnell & 
Co.

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Thief Who Robbed Providence. Jeweler 
Gives Up Stolen Ring to His 
Pursuers and Escapes. 
ProvipENcE, R. I., April 29.—Pointing a 
bicyc’e whistle at a thief, the instrument re- 
sembling a revolver in the semi-darkness, 
William Farnum, a young man, last even- 
ing, cowed the fellow into surrendering a 
diamond ring that he had stolen. The rob- 
bery was committed at the jewelry store 
of William H, Elliott, 18 Broad St., Paw- 
tucket. The man entered the store about 
8:15 o’clock and asked to see some diamond 

rings. 

He was waited upon by William J. El- 
liott, a son of the proprietor, who brought 
out a couple of dozen men’s rings, which 
were on cards, and submitted them on the 
top of the show case for the inspection of 
the man. The clerk had occasion to step to 
the rear of the store to consult with his 
father for a moment, and before doing so 
had moved the rings back toward the rear 
of the show case. As he returned to the 
front of the store the stranger remarked: 
“Excuse me a minute, as I am going across 
the street.” at the same time moving at the 
front of the store. 

As the man went out Henry Elliott, an- 
other son, became suspicious, and this was 
shared by William as he went back to the 
counter and noticed that one of the cards 
which contained a diamond ring valued at 
$65 was missing. Then there was a rush 
for the stranger, Henry taking the lead and 
shouting, “Thief!” As the man ran up the 
street he was closely purusued by young 
Elliott and a crowd of boys, foremost 
among whom was Farnum. The man ran 
into a dark alley with the boys close be- 
hind, and Farnum soon overhauled him. 
The man was winded, and when the young 
man pointed the bicycle whistle made of 
nickel, the thief at once surrendered. 

At the same time he handed out to his 
captor the card which contained the dia- 
mond, and this was handed to Henry EI- 
liott, who returned it to the store. As no 
attempt was made to detain the thief he 
vanished somewhere, and although the po- 
lice received information as to where the 
man was Mr. Elliott, having recovered his 
property, was not desirous of prosecuting 
the case.

Waltham Watch Co. Brings Suit Against 
Chas. A. Keene to Stop Price 


Cutting. 
30ston, Mass., May 2.—The Waltham 
Watch Co. has rought a second action 


against Charles A. Keene, of New York, 
who some time ago was enjo.ned from 
using his own name on wetches of the 
Waltham company’s make. This action is 
brought in the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court for an injunction to restrain the de- 
fendant from buying from wholesalers or 
retailers in violation of the terms of their 
contracts with the plaintiffs, and from sell- 
ing Waltham watch movements below the 
prices fixed by the company under the con- 
ditions of sale to wholesalers. 

The Waltham Watch Co. sets forth that 
the system of establishing prices by the 
manufacturer has long been in vogue in 
m2ny branches of industry and dates back 
in the watch industry to 1903, when it was 
first adopted, it is stated, by one of its chief 
competitors, the Hamilton Watch Co. 

The custom of the company, it is set 
forth, is to fix the price at which the whole- 
saler shall sell a watch movement, also the 
price at which a retailer shall sell, and fur- 
ther provides that the retailer shall not dis- 
pose of the movements to be resold, but 
may sell the movements only at the price 
fixed by the company. The suit seeks to 
prevent the defendant from doing anything 
contrary to these provisions or inducing 
anyone to violate the terms of such con- 
tracts. 





Involuntary Petition in Bankruptcy 
Filed Against August Kurtzeborn, 
Jr., St. Louis, Mo. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 2(.—An_ involun- 
tary petition for adjudication in bankruptcy 
was filed Friday in the United States Dis- 
trict Court by Chase Morsey, attorney for 
B. Manovill, Clyde W,. Wagner and Arthur 
H. Clark, all of St. Louis, against August 
Kurtzeborn, Jr., of 904 Olive St. An order 
was issued requiring Mr. Kurtzeborn to 
show cause, May 13. At the same time a 
petition for the appointment of a receiver 
was filed. Mr. Kurtzeborn consented to the 
appointment of a receiver. 

The assets are estimated to consist of the 
following: Merchandise, $17,000; open ac- 
counts, $2,000; fixtures, etc., $2,500. 

The amount of the liabilities has been 
placed at $3,482. 

P. W. Haberman was appointed receiver 
and his bond was fixed at $25,000, which was 
approved and filed. Mr. Kurtzeborn is a 
son of August Kurtzeborn, a pioneer jew- 
eler of this city, and was formerly asso- 
ciated with his father in the business’ con- 
ducted on N. 6th St., under the name of A. 
Kurtzeborn & Sons. He has been in busi- 
ness for himself on Olive St. for over a 
year. The Kurtzeborn business on 6th St. 
was closed out with an auction early in the 
year. 

Mr. Kurtzeborn, Sr., and two other sons 
are now conducting a business on the third 
floor of the Carleton builaing.

recently, by burglars, who stole about $3,000 
worth of stock. 
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Suspect Arrested in Hartford, Conn., as 
Alleged ‘“‘Pennyweight Thief’? Not 
Believed to be Man Wanted 
in Washington. 

A man said to be Edward Howard, alias 
P. F, Reuber, alias Harry Reed, has been 
arrested in Hartford, Conn., as the alleged 
“pennyweight thief’ who on April 6 suc- 
ceeded in obtaining from M. Goldsmith & 
Co. a diamond ring valued at $400, and 
one valued at $350 from E. G. Hines, both 
of Washington, D. C., by working the sub- 
stitution game. From the evidence obtain- 
able it is not believed that he is the right 
man. <A detective from the Washington 
force will endeavor to obtain possession of 
him should additional evidence appear that 
would make such proceedings at all neces- 

sary. 

While he was picked up on suspicion as 
being the “pennyweight thief” in question, 
the man arrested is charged with obtaining 
money under false pretenses through the 
working of the passing as real of “phoney” 
stones. When arrested he had a number of 
tissue paper packages containing white 
sapphires, and his game was to get into 
conversation with a bartender, barber, pros- 
perous Italian fruit dealer, bootblack, or 
anyone that he thought had any amount of 
money, and, by telling a hard luck story 
how he needed money, he would, by what 
he called a forced sale, allow the victim to 
get a diamond at a ridiculously low price. 
As he worked this game only at night and 
among men not accustomed to handling 
diamonds, he was successful. He plied his 
trade in Detroit, Mich., Harrisburg, Pa., 
Springfield, Mass., Baltimore, Md., Buffalo, 
N. Y., and every other city where he had 
half a chance. A case where he obtained 
$80 for a one-carat stone has been found, 
but the bartender will not prosecute, feeling 
he was an easy mark. 


WasuHincton, D. C., April 30—The 
Washington police have relinquished all 
claim to the person of Edward Howard, 
who was arrested in Hartford, Conn., as 
the alleged “pennyweight thief,” and whom 
they asked to be held awaiting the receipt of 
further evidence. He is not the much- 
wanted man.

Cutting Works in Antwerp, 29 Rue Gretry 
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Ohio Retail Jewelers Open Their An- 
nual Convention at Columbus with 
a large Attendance. 

Cotumsus, O., May 2.—Retail jewelers 
of Ohio, members of the Ohio Retail Jew- 
elers Association, met in annual conven- 
tion to-day at the Southern Hotel in this 
city and from the number of dealers present 
for the first day’s session the largest at- 
tendance in the history of the association is 
expected. 

This is the first meeting to be held in 
Columbus, all prev'ous meetings having 
been either at Cincinnati or at Cedar Point 
on Lake Erie, a Summer resort. Columbus 
is easier of access from all parts of the 
State and this, in addition to a growing 
membership list, is expected to result in the 
larger attendance. 

Visitors came to Columbus to find the city 
in the midst of an ugly street car strike, 
but they were not much discommoded there- 
by, as the hotel in which the convention 
is being held is only a few blocks from the 
Union Station and the program does nor 
call for any street car trips. 

This morning was spent by the early ar- 
rivals in getting acquainted and in watching 
automobile loads of police following up 
and down the streets the dozen street cars 
which were running. The first session of 
the convention was called to order Monday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock by F. D. Ausman, of 
St. Marys, president of the association, who 
delivered his annual address, after the re- 
ports of Secretary A. L. Thoma, of Piqua, 
and Treasurer G. J. Daum, of Port Clinton, 
had been read. Mr. Ausman’s address was 
in part as follows: 

ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT AUSMAN. 

One year ago, at our convention held at Cedar 
Point, when you elected me as president of this 
organization, I appreciated the honor, but I 
doubted the wisdom on the part of the association. 
At that time I made the statement to you that, 
since I have always been an enthusiastic association 
worker in the ranks, I would give you the best 
there was in me as pilot at the helm of this, the 
Ohio Association of Retail Jewelers. Gentlemen, 
I welcome you to this our third annual conven- 
tion. I am pleased to see so large attendance, 
and give you a hearty greeting. I see faces that 
are familiar at every convention of jewelers, and 
I see faces that are new. The old faces have 
been the backbone of our success, the new faces 
are the hope of the future. 

Why are we here? We are here to discuss trade 
We are here to seek advice from our 
more experienced brothers and through them 
broaden our knowledge. We are here to meet 
with the representatives of manufacturers and 
jobbers, thereby cementing more firmly the good 
spirit existing between us, and we are here to 
show our faith in organization without which, in 
my opinion, the future of the jewelry business 
would not present a very favorable outlook. 

There has always been a great number of or- 
ganizations among jewelers. Almost all of these. 
however, were associations of other branches of 
the trade than retailers. All seem to be prosper- 
ous, and all seem to have the element of perma- 
nence. Strange that it should be so different with 
the retail branch of the trade. In the years gone 
by associations of retai] jewelers were organized 
to meet and die with startling rapidity. Jewelers 
of 20 years ago who, at that time, sought to be 
labored only to see 


conditions. 


active in association work, 
their efforts meet with failure. Continued 
oppression and increasing trade abuses resulted 


finally in the organization of the American Na- 
tional Retail Jewelers’ Association, at Rochester, 
N. Y., in 1906, since which time, through the 
wise management of the officers who have been at 
the head of the national association, organization 
has spread through the affiliated States from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and we have to-day an or- 
ganization of retail jewelers as strong as a 
Gibraltar. Do you realize the benefit the trade 
is enjoying as the result of this organization work? 


The changed attitude of the retailing jobber? The 
declaration of the oldest and largest watch com- 
pany to restrict the channels of distribution en- 
tirely through the legitimate trade? The .large 
number of jewelry and silver houses who are 
letting it be known that in the future their product 
will be distributed throug: the retail jewelers? 
The restricted minimum selling price with a living 
profit? 

Look over the reports of State meetings held 
the past few months as reported in the trade 
journals. It is clearly evident that the best class 
of jewelers in the several States are affiliating 
with the associations. The cobwebs are being 
brushed aside and there is an awakening taking 
place in the minds of the men of the craft who 
can see better things for the jeweler in the 
future. 

I appeal to you, Mr. Jeweler, of Ohio, that you 
show your worth, that you do your duty in the 
great cause with which we are contending, by 
at least giving your officers your moral support 
by joining hands with this association. 

Do you appreciate the work that is being done 
for you and your business by the officers of the 
State and national associations? From the expe- 
rience that I have had the past year I am inclined 
to believe that a large number of you do not. 
When your present officers assumed control we 
found a depleted treasury. We decided on a per- 
sonal appeal to the members to use their influence 
to increase the membership. Wuen that failed 
there was nothing that we could do but to rest 
on our oars and hope for the future. We have 
noticed that it takes money to interest the very 
jewelers whom you, through association work, will 
benefit most. 

No jeweler is so big that he can say that an 
organization of this kind is not necessary, and 
no jeweler is so small that he does not need it. 

‘The speaker then made a strong plea for 
individual help in increasing the member- 
ship. In speaking of an official organ the 
president said: 

At the Cedar Point convention you passed a 
resolution instructing the executive committee to 
take immediate steps looking to the establishment 
of an association journal, to be published by and 
under the immediate control of the State organiza- 
tion. Your executive committee took up this 
matter at once. While we found some encour- 
agement and support for a journal, we found that 
invariably when men carefully deliberated and 
viewed the proposition from all angles, they 
reached the conclusion that it would be a very 
unwise move on the part of the association to 
embark in the publishing field. We found at the 
Omaha convention the sentiment against an asso- 
ciation journal almost unanimous. I interviewed 
the national officers and many of the delegates to 
that convention on the subject, and in every in- 
stance they agreed that it would be antagonistic 
to our cause to publish an association journal. 

The speaker then quoted from President 
Archibald’s address at Omaha on “The Offi- 
cial Organ,” and why intelligent sentiment 
was against it. 

The jewelry trade is fortunate in the character 
and quality of its trade journals, and we found 
each and every one of them loyal to the cause of 
organization, very liberal in the space devoted to 
association news, and cover the field so com- 
pletely that there is no room for an official] asso- 
ciation journal. 


Regarding mail order competition 


Ausman said: 

Many jewelers that I have talked to will spring 
mail order competition before you fairly get 
warmed up. They start a tirade on- the manu- 
facturer and jobber for doing business with the 
mail order house. They believe that if they can 
stop the manufacturer and jobber from furnishing 
goods to the mail order house that everything 
will be lovely. I will agree with them to this 
extent, “That it will help some,’”’ but that alone 
will not eradicate the evil. 

Do you ever stop and think how much we jew- 
elers ourselves are responsible for this mail order 
competition? When we consider the character of 
the jewelry business, founded as it is on confi- 
dence and integrity; when we see our neighbors 
and acquaintances in our community patronize the 
mail order house, has it ever occured to you that 
a part of the trouble might lie within you, your- 
self? You, of course, realize that to be suc- 
cessful the jeweler must have first of al] the 
confidence of the people of his community. With- 


Mr. 
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out that confidence no jeweler can be permanently 
successful. Now, let me ask, how many of your 
customers that you know to have confidence in 
you will send to a mail order house for a watch, 
diamond or any article of value? I challenge you 
to mention just one such customer. If you reflect, 
I think that you will agree with me, but remember 
I said a customer who had implicit confidence in 
you. Now, is it not our duty, if we waat to be 
successful jewelers, to so conduct ourselves in 
our business that we will have that confidence of 
all the people in our community? 

Ignorance as to the qualities of our wares and 
our prices by the public generally and confidence 
in the dealer, backed by sufficient stock, are the 
two things that should give any jeweler a big 
advantage over mail order competition, 

When I come in competition with mail order 
prices I can meet them if necessary, but in my 
experience I find that in most instances I can 
make the sale at a good profit. We can do it if 
we handle our prospect with tact and judgment. 
In his ignorance as to qualities your customer 
fails to trust himself, and you have a big advan- 
tage over the far away mail order house if you deal 
with your customer so that you win his confidence. 
If we supply the wants of the public well, then 
the public recognizes us in well earned and a 
willingly paid profit. 

The jeweler with his small individual business 
who observes his confidential relation to his trade, 
need have no fear of the large mail order combin- 
ations. Let each of us devote our entire time to 
our individual business and give that business the 
attention that it requires, tnen the mail order 
proposition need not cause us any fear of being 
thrown into bankruptcy. 

We must learn to become better merchants 
rather than better mechanics. We must meet com- 
petition with the drygoods store, the hardware 
store and the racket store with the same weapon 
that they use on us—not by price cutting, but by 
skilful merchandizing. We must study the buying 
and selling end of our business. We must learn 
how to turn our stock more frequently, and we 
must learn the value of the cash discount. We 
must learn, first, how to get the confidence of the 
people in our community; second, how to properly 
buy and sell our wares, and third, the value of 
the cash discount, These are things that many 
of us learn through close association at the State 
and national meetings, and threin lies the great 
value of these meetings. We must endeavor to 
convince our stay-at-home brothers of their mis- 
conception as to the value of organization. Show 
them where they are losing trade and prestige, and 
when you succeed in doing that conditions will 
better themselves in the jewelers’ field. 


In conclusion the speaker asked all pres- 
ent to join in the discussion of any points 
regarding matters brought up in his address. 

To-night there will be a_ theater 
party attended by all the delegates. 

The convention will last through Wed- 
nesday.

Formal Decree in Pin Tongue Patent 
Infringement Suit, Entered at 
Providence. 

Provivence, R. I., April 30.—A decree 
carrying out the opinion handed down or 
March 8 in the Dover-Greenwood patent 
infringement case, sustaining the plaintiff’s 
claim of priority and interference, was is- 
sued by Judge Arthur L. Brown in the 
United States Court for the Circuit of 

Rhode Island, yesterday. 

The case, which is one of the most im- 
portant and interesting patent litigations 
that has occurred in connection with the 
manufacturing jewelry business in many 
years, is one in which George W. Dover 
et al., in complaint in equity against Thomas 
F. Greenwood et al. claimed priority of pat- 
ent right to a jewelry pin tongue. The 
case has been before the Commissioner of 
Patents of the United States‘or before 
the courts since 1901, with alternating suc- 
cesses for the parties to the litigation. 

The decree of the court here has an effect 
contrary to that of the finding of the Cir- 
cuit Court for the District of Columbia, 
but is not a review of the action of the 
latter tribunal. The court at Washington 
was, from the nature of the case, limited 
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in the evidence that it could consider, while 
the case here was broadened in scope. 

Judge Brown’s decree is an authorization 
for the Patent Commissioner to issue the 
letters patent claimed by the complainants, 
George W. Dover, et al. 


Death of David S. Simons. 

Lovisvitte, Ky., April 27.—David S. 
Simons, who was well known in the jewelry 
trade of this city, died Monday at St. Jo 
seph’s Infirmary of a complication of dis 
eases. Mr. Simons had been in ill health 
for some time, and had been growing gradu- 
ally worse. Saturday his physicians dis- 
covered that he was suffering from appen- 
dicitis, and he was removed to the hospital 
and underwent an operation. Pneumonia 
developed and to this he succumbed two 
days later. 

Deceased was 55 years of age, and had 
been born and reared in Louisville and re- 
ceived an education in the public schools 
here. When a young man he engaged in 
the jewelry and musical instrument business 
and remained in this line for years. He 
is survived by a widow, who was Miss Sal- 
lie Fisher, and two children, Irvin Simons, 
of Gadsden, Ala., and Mrs. Lillian Mann, of 
Birmingham, Ala. , 

Mr. Simons was a member of the Wood- 
men of the World, Molern Woodmen and 
the Maccabees, in all of which he held of 
fice. He was also prominent in the Adaih 
Israel Congregation, being a member of 
that congregation. 

The funeral services, which took place 
to-day from the residence of his brother, 
1814 W. Jefferson St., were largely attend- 
ed. The interment was in Adath Israel 
Cemetery. 








Attempt to Collect Jewelry Account 
Ends in Shooting. 


Denver, Colo., April 28—As a result of 
a quarrel over a debt of $700 two men were 
probably fatally wounded, April 23, when 
E, Abeyta shot J. A. Jaramillo, a promi- 
nent attorney, and John Holler, a jeweler, 
in the latter’s store in Trinidad, Colo. 

Holler had placed a bill in the hands of 
Jaramillo, who brought suit against Abeyta 
and his wife. A meeting was arranged in 
Holler’s store, and it was thought the case 
would be settled out of court, but a lively 
quarrel started soon after the four met. 
Mr. Abeyta brought his wife with him, and, 
ignoring her presence, drew a revolver after 
a heated argument and commenced shoot- 
ing at the two men. 

Two bullets struck Jaramillo, one in the 
right arm and one in the left side of the 
abdomen. Holler received two bullets in 
the left lung and is in a critical condition. 





An American consul in Turkey reports 
that there is a demand in that country for 
a low-priced double-faced watch which will 
show on one side “France” time and on the 
other side Turkish time.

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Keystone Watch Case Co. to Settle 
Fight Over Taxes Due Under 
Ohio Law. 


Cincinnatr, O., April 27.—The Keystone 
Watch Case Co. has applied for registration 
under the laws of this State to do business 
in Ohio. In the application the company 
names J. Chas. Becker as its representative 
in this State upon whom summons may 
be served, and it designates his office in 
the Mercantile Library as its principal of- 
fice in the State of Ohio. 

It is reported that the application will be 
contested, and among those protesting is 
said to be the Dueber Watch Case Mfg. 
Co., Canton, which claims that the applicant 
is not entitled for registration under local 
laws. 

It is reported that the controversy over 
back taxes alleged to be due by the Key- 
stone company and its allied concerns will 
be settled with the State. 

Canton, O., April 27.—As a result of a 
complaint of the Dueber Watch Case Mfg. 
Co., of this town, the Philadelphia Watch 
Case Co., the New York Standard Watch 
Case Co. the Keystone Watch Case 
Co., the E. Howard Watch Co. and the 
Crescent Watch Case Co. have been cited 
to appear before the Secretary of State to 
answer a complaint that they failed to com- 
ply with the Willis Tax Law. Assistant 
Secretary of State Binckley recently made 
au investigation in Cincinnati and obtained 
information from which the citation of the 
company was issued, 

The formal complaint was made in he- 
half of the local company by Ex-Senator 
Foraker, who claimed that the defendants 
in these proceedings were not registered in 
Ohio as required by the law. 





Co_tumsus, April 27—The New York 
Standard Watch Case Co., the Keystone 
Watch Case Co., the E. Howard Watch 
Co, and the Crescent Watch Case Co, may 
not be sued for back taxes, The Keystone 
Watch Case Co, has agreed with the Sec- 
retary of State to pay all back fees and 
taxes under the Willis law. It is alleged 
that the concerns have been doing business 
in this State for from one to six years 
without paying the required tax. 

At the Attorney-General’s offices it was 
stated that a representative of the Secretary 
of State will examine the books of the 
concern in Philadelphia to determine the 
amount due to the State of Ohio, and that 
an amicable adjustment will be made.

LOUIS J. DEACON, Atlantic City, N. J. 
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Defendants in Shreve Jewelry Case Plead Not Guilty at 
Montgomery, Ala., and Are Held in Heavy Bail. 

















Montcomery, Ala., April 30.—Before a 
crowd that completely filled the Federal 
building in th's city, the 10 defendants in 
the Shreve jewelry case, who appeared be 
fore United States Commissioner John A. 
Elmore Friday morning, entered separate 
pleas of not guilty and waived preliminary 
examination. With but three exceptions the 
bond of each was raised to $10,000. The 
court room was filled long before Commis- 
sioner Elmore took his seat in court. The 
spectators came from many sections of the 
State. 

When the court session was opened by 
United States Marshall Walker at 11.15 
o’clock Wm. H. Armbrecht, United States 
Attorney for the Southern District of Ala- 
bama, a specially appointed prosecutor in 
the case, arose and read the charges against 
the defendants contained in the affidavit 
upon which the men were arrested. The 
affidavit contains charges of conspiracy 
egainst a Federal trustee in bankruptcy and 
intimates arson. Specific charges to de- 
fraud were also outlined. 

In announcing that a new bond had been 
agreed upon by both sides, Mr. Armbrecht 
stated that it was h's desire that affidavits 
be required from the bondsmen and their 
friends to the effect that they have not been 
indemnified by the defendants or anybody 
interested in the case. The 10 defendants 
and the bond that has been affixed in each 
instance were: H. C. Shreve, $10,000; R. 
T. Shreve, $10,000; Joseph E. Shreve, $10,- 
000; George H. Shreve, $10,000; aA. C. 
Shreve, $10,000; Sam Coplan, $10,000; A. 
F. Mickler, $10,000; Henry Jernigan, $5,000; 
and Johnny Johnson and Willie Franklin, 
two negroes, $5,000 and $2,500, respectively. 

It was agreed that when Jesse H. Shreve 
and Daniel H. Shreve arrived from San 
Antonio, Tex., that their bonds should be 
fixed at $10,000. With the exception of 
Jernigan and the two negroes, the new bond 
that will be required in each case represents 
a substantial advance over the temporary 
bond. 

Five lawyers appeared for the defense. 
For the Government Mr. Armbrecht will be 
aided by Gustave F. Mertins, a prominent lo- 
cal attorney who has figured conspicuously in 
the investigation. Mr. Mertins represents 
the Jewelers Board of Trade of New York, 
which is handling the claims of many of the 
jewelers throughout the country in the case 
of the defunct City Jewelry Co. Various 
creditors in other lines claim to have lost 
over $500,000 through schemes laid and car- 
ried out by the alleged swindlers. 

The story was circulated yesterday to the 
effect that a representative of a detective 
agency with headquarters in Jacksonville 
was in Montgomery to work in conjunction 
with the Government on behalf of certain 
creditors. The story of the presence of the 
detective in Montgomery was given out by 
an attorney for the defense who, it is said, 
told a story to the effect that the sleuth 
was here for the purpose of locating assets 
for certain creditors. It is said that the 
story was told by the attorney in an attempt 


to learn what the Government intended to 
do. 

For the first time since the invest:gation 
began Government officers made known the 
reason why “Johnny” Johnson and “Willie” 
Franklin, the two negroes, are being held. 
During the arguments following the request 
of the lawyer for the defense that the bond 
of Franklin be reduced from $5,000 to $2,- 
500, Mr. Armbrecht stated that the negroes 
went to work for the Shreves at Greenville 
about two weeks prior to the fire which is 
sO prominently mentioned in connection 
with the case. Mr. Armbrecht stated that 
Franklin disappeared immediately following 
the fire. This intimation that the negroes 
are being held for the part they may have 
taken in the burning of the J. H. Shreve 
store caused something of a sensation. 

As noted in the last issue of THE Jew- 
ELERS’ CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY, the prosecution of 
the Shreve brothers and their alleged ac- 
complices is the direct result of en appeal 
made to President Taft by a committee ap- 
pointed by M. D. Rothschild, president of 
the Jewelers Board of Trade, New York, 
consisting of Ludwig Nissen, of Ludwig 
Nissen & Co., New York; Harry Cutler, 
of the Cutler Jewelry Co., Providence, R. I., 
and Alfred Krower, of Albert Lorsch & 
Co., New York. The matter was taken 
up by President Taft with the Attorney- 
General and Special Agent Debelle was as- 
signed to make a thorough investigation of 
the case. He came south many weeks ago 
and secured evidence which developed such 
a state of affairs that a much more elaborate 
investigation was pursued. Many assistants 
were allowed Mr. Debelle and the south was 
scoured for more evidence. 

Starting with Montgomery, they carried 
their investigations into many sections of 
the State and succeeded in locating goods, 
which were supposed to have been burned 
in the Greenville store, in a store at Anda- 
lusia which was conducted by some of the 
Shreves, it is claimed. The investigators 
left no stone unturned to thoroughly ac- 
quaint themselves with every fact bearing 
on the alleged fraud. 

When it was believed that the evidence 
against the seven Shreve brothers and the 
others was complete Mr. Armbrecht was 
appointed special prosecutor in the case 
with unlimited power. He was given the 
right to ceuse to be arrested persons in 
any part of the State who might be con- 
nected with the fraud. 

The first arrests were made April 22 
when seven of the Shreve brothers, Sam 
Coplan and two negroes were simultane- 
ously taken into custody in five distinct sec- 
tions of the country. These arrests were 
followed by two others. The 12 arrests 
have caused the greatest sensation in the 
south in some time. 





San Antonio, Tex., April 29.—Daniel H. 
and Jesse H. Shreve, accused of conspiracy 
to defraud the United States Government 
by concealing from the trustee in bank- 
ruptcy valuable assets in the shape of jew- 
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elry to the value of zbout $20,000, were 
taken to Montgomery, Ala., to-night in the 
custody of Deputy United States Marshall 
John L. Dibrell. The writ of removal, 
signed by Federal Judge Maxey, was re- 
ceived from El] Paso this afternoon. 





ProvipENcE, R. I., April 29.—The first re 
ports of the great swindle in Alabama, 
by which it was alleged that eastern manu- 
facturing jewelers were heavy losers, which 
reached this city and vicinity, occasioned 
tore than usual interest as to the extent 
of the operations of the Shreve conspira- 
tors, as well as to who were the local credi- 
ters. For the first few days the telephones 
hereabouts were kept busy by the repeated 
inquiries concerning the matter. Finally, 
after a couple of days, the matter was 
sifted down to the fact that there were 
three Providence manufacturers who are 
creditors and one Attleboro firm, the aggre- 
gate holdings of which are less than $4,000. 

However, the publication as given by the 
daily newspapers furnished good reading 
and a topic of general discussion. Addi- 
tional information that reaches this city 
through various avenues continues to dis- 
close the care with which the scheme was 
concocted and the bursting of the “Shreve” 
bubble unquestionably saved hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to merchants through- 
out the country, for the operations were 
not confined to the jewelry industry alone. 

As proof of the extent of the plans of 
the gang a letter received by Harry Cut- 
ler, of the Cutler Jewelry Co., of this city, 
who was a member of the Jewelers Board 
of Trade of New York, which collected 
most of the evidence and interested the 
Federal authorities in the big scheme, in 
which it is now said that nearly $500,000 
is involved, states that the Shreve con- 
spirators used a secret code for communica- 
tion among themselves. The Government 
detectives expect by means of this code to 
gain much information which would other- 
wise be undiscoverable. 

The letter further said that a negro de- 
tective employed in running down the crim- 
inals was terrorized to such an extent by 
the friends of the band that he was on the 
point of fleeing when the Government offi- 
cers put him in jail for safe keeping. 

Charles E. Hancock, of the C. E, Han- 
cock Co., of this city, Tuesday, stated that 
through the firm’s southern representative, 
W. E. Shuttles, Jesse H. Shreve purchased 
a bill of goods, offering to pay within one 
month, This was considered so unusual 
that Mr. Hancock was rather skeptical con- 
cerning the customer. A short time after- 
ward, however, Mr. Shreve visited this city 
for the purpose of arranging his credit, and 
as a result the goods were shipped by the 
Hancock company, Mr. Shreve represented 
that he was not involved in any bankruptcy 
proceedings, but that it was his brother who 
was in financial difficulties, and in this cer- 
tain trade reports seemed to bear him out. 

Before the expiration of the 30 days, 
however, the Shreve place of business was 
wiped out by fire. On his next trip south 
Mr. Shuttles paid a visit to Andalusia, 
where the Shreve family had a small store. 
Posing as an insurance agent, Mr. Shuttles 
secured much information that confirmed 
his suspicions that everything was not as it 
should be, or as it had been represented.

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When he left that place he was followed 
by two men, who kept on his track until 
he reached New Orleans, The information 
secured by Mr. Shuttles was at once laid 
before the Board of Trade by Mr. Hancock 
and was very useful in the investigation 
that followed. 

It is understood that C. E. Hancock & 
Co. have claims amounting to about $1,000, 
Theodore W. Foster & Bro. Co, a similar 
amount, and Hamilton & Hamilton, Jr., of 
this city, and the Paye & Baker Mfg. Co., 
Attleboro, are the other two eastern credi- 
tors. 

CINCINNATI, May 2.—Fred Gruen, of 
the Gruen Watch Co., was summoned to 
Montgomery, Ala., the past week, to testify 
in the case of the seven Shreve brothers, 
arrested on the charge of getting goods 
from jewelers and other dealers throughout 
the country to the amount of over $500,000. 
The full story of their arrest at the insti- 
gation of the Jewelers Board of Trade was 
published last week. 

The Shreves, it is claimed, owe the Gruen 
concern a large sum, 

One of the Shreves came to Cincinnati, 
it is reported, in October, 1908. He was a 
man of good appearance and made a good 
impression on the average business man. 
He visited S, & H. Gilsey, who sold him a 
bill of goods amounting to $600, for cash. 
He then made his headquarters at the Gil- 
sey store, and gave them as reference in 
other business deals he was trying to make. 
One day, the Gilseys say, they became sus- 
picious when he told of his lumber business 
and that he was selling at one-third below 
cost. So when asked by other firms as to 
Shreve’s business rating they replied, “Keep 
away from them.” 

One of the first firms this Shreve tried 
to get goods from was Moch, Berman & 
Co.. of whom he secured a bill amounting 
to $805. This account was not paid until 
after it was put into the hands of a collec- 
tion agency, together with an account of 
$290, a second bill of goods he had ordered 
from Gilseys, after making the cash pay- 
ment. 

It is said here that Shreve threatened to 
sue Moch, who stood his ground and is 
quoted as telling him he was “crooked” and 
would prove it in court. Moch was not 
bothered further by him, but Shreve made 
repeated efforts to buy trom the Gilseys, 
and finally left Cincinnati when he found 
he was not successful here. He stopped, 
while here, at the Sinton Hotel, and was 
accompanied on one trip by G. J. Hausen, 
who is now a fugitive from justice and is 
supposed to be hiding in Arkansas, 

Many large concerns of various kinds 
were approached by these two men, it is 
said, as they endeavored to buy everything 
from jewelry to lumber. A large shoe 
dealer was called upon and a bill of goods 
amounting to $2,000 was ordered on the 
strength of Shreve knowing the Gilseys. 
Part of the goods were delivered, and after 
a certain length of time, when the payment 
was due and hadn’t come, the shoe dealer 
called on the Gilseys to inquire about “their 
friend,” and was advised as to the Shreve 
concern’s way of doing business. 

It is said that owing to warnings, mer- 
chandise of various kinds worth $50,000 and 


ready to be shipped to the Shreves, was not 
sent. It is reported here thatthe loss to 
Cincinnati merchants amounts to something 
less than $2,000, this amount being secured 
before any warnings were sent out. 

The credit for drawing the attention of 
the Government to the operation of the band 
of sharpers is said to be due to the efforts 
of Attorney Frank E. Goodhue, who, in 
conjunction w'th Attorneys Myers & How- 
ard, of Covington, Ky., represented Gregg 
Stewart, a Cincinnati lumberman, in a suit 
against the Waveland Heights Develop- 
ment Co., of Montgomery, Ala., of which 
J. H. Shreve was ostensibly the agent. Mr. 
Goodhue and the Covington attorneys were 
employed to represent the Waveland 
Heights Co., which seemed to be a solid 
business concern, as its commercial rating 
was of the highest order. Mr. Goodhue 
soon found he was mixed up with a concern 
whose actions he suspected, and took steps 
which led to an investigation. He says 
Shreve, it was found. was operating the 
Union Mercantile Co., retail and wholesale 
dealers in general merchandise, with head- 
quarters at Greenville, Ala. He would refer 
merchants to this company, which was rated 
high by the mercantile agencies. When the 
merchants replied the letters sent out wou'd 
put the credit of Shreve on the highest basis 
and goods would be sent on credit. That 
would be the last heard of the shipment, 
for Shreve had the goods sent to Mont- 
gomery and other points in Alabama. 

After the Shreves found they were not 
successful here they went farther east to 
operate.

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M. J. Daniels Badly Tangled in His 
Examination Before Bankruptcy 
Referee. 


Cotumsus, O., April 29.—Meyer J. 
Daniels, against whom involuntary bank- 
ruptcy proceedings are on before Referee 
Sinks here, was temporarily excused from 
the stand last week, after a “grilling” last- 
ing four or five days, in which the bank- 
rupt gave a mass of conflicting testimony 
and showed a most remarkable lack of 
memory. Daniels finally had to say his 
memory was so poor that he couldn't re- 
member one day what he had said the day 
before. Attorneys Gumble & Gumble, 
representing the creditors, were merciless 
in their cross-examination of the witness, 
_and armed with facts they had ascertamed 
from other sources, would at one examina- 
tion make Daniels contraditt evidence given 
previously, or again fall back on his lack 
of memory. His memory was ruined, he 
said, by illness from catarrh and rheuma- 
tism. — 

The attorneys have proceeded with an 
eye to laying the basis for act‘ons against 
Daniels for perjury. With this object in 
view Jacob Hassell, formerly Daniels’ busi- 
ness partner in a saloon Daniels owned, 
was put on the stand. Daniels just before 
his failure gave Hassell a check for $1,776 
and claimed on the stand that this was Has- 
sell’s share of the profits of the cafe. There 
was a dramatic scene when  Has- 
sell was on the stand.. He was evidently 
a good friend of Daniels, for he tes- 
tified with great hesitation and with his 
voice filled with emotion, finally breaking 
down entirely and weeping bitterly. Has- 
sell said that it was true that he had cashed 
the check, but that he had immediately 
given the money to Daniels. He supposed, 
he said, that Mr. Daniels needed money 
and simply sent him to the bank for it be- 
cause Daniels was too busy to go himself. 
He said his share in the cafe was only 16 
per cent. and that this had all .been paid 
to him before the check was drawn. 

Daniels testified to meeting Walter B. 
Beebe, assistant cashier of the Union Na- 
tional bank in St. Louis, to which city 
Daniels went when he left Hot Springs. 
He said he had had no communication 
whatever with Mr. Beebe, by mail, tele- 
graph or telephone—that he simply hap- 
pened to meet him in a hotel, though he 
could not remember the name of the hotel. 
They talked of nothing in particular, simply 
passing the time of day, etc. 

Mr. Beebe was put on the stand last 
Thursday and testified that he had tele- 
graphed to Hot Springs to Mr, Daniels to 
meet him in St. Louis, at the Southern ho- 
tel; that Daniels met him in answer to 
that telegram on the street near the hotel, 
and that the subject under discussion was 
Daniels’ financial troubles. Daniels did his 
banking bus‘ness at the bank with which 
Mr. Beebe is connected. 

The fact was brought out that Daniels 
shipped two diamonds from St. Louis to a 
man named Henry Baum, at Cincinnati, 
trying to sell them to Baum. Baum re- 
turned them, ‘Daniels said, and he claimed 
that these diamonds belonged to his wife, 
who owned several diamonds before her 
marrage to Daniels.

Pairpoint Corporation Gets Quick De- 
cision in Suit Over Patent on 
Cutting. 

A judgment for $250 damages and $30 
costs was awarded to the Pairpoint Cor- 
poration, last week, as the result of a suit, 
alleging an infringement of the complainant 
concern’s design patent on a cutting for a 
glass vessel, The suit was brought in the 
United States Circuit Court at New York, 
against Thomas Shotton and George Noke, 
in business as the Thomas Shotton Cut 
Glass Works, The trial was heard by Judge 
Holt and jury at the April term of the 
court, and a verdict returned in favor of 
the c .mplainant. , 

Te complaint upon which the action was 
based recites that one Albert Steffin was 
the original inventor of an ornamental de- 
sign for a glass vessel, which was patented 
May 11, 1909, under Patent No. 39,982, 
and that the patent rights were afterwards 
assigned to the Pairpoint Corporation. The 
complaint alleges that the defendants made 
and sold cut glass embodying the patented 
design without the consent of the com- 
plainant and continued to do so after a 
notice of infringement had been served 
upon them. Damages of $10,000 were asked 
for in the complaint. 

The comparatively quick settlement of 
this case serves to call the attention of the 
trade to the fact that a patent suit can 
be tried as expediently as any other action 
at law if the matter is handled in the proper 
way. 

It has been for years the common custom 
in patent suits to bring these actions un- 
der the equity practice in the United States 
Circu:t Court, the old chancery practice of 
the common law being followed. The 
cases have not been tried in open court, 
but instead have been referred to a master 
in chancery to take the testimony of the 
various witnesses. After the suit has been 
actually commenced and the defendant has 
put in his answer the attorneys agree upon 
a time and place in which the testimony of 
the various witnesses should be taken. This 
often has consumed a year or more and 
then when the record has been completed 
the case has been put on the calendar for 
trial before a Circuit judge. Under the old 
form the case comes before the judge 
purely on the record, which necessarily 
takes a long time to examine and it is 
not uncommon for months to elapse before 
the case is finally digested, so that the 
judge can hand down his decision. 

In the Pairpoint case, however, the com- 
pany’s counsel, A. Bell Malcolmson, did 
not follow the usual chancery practice, but 


taking advantage of the statute had the 


case tried in open court as any ordinary 
issue is, before a judge and jury, the facts 
in the case being referred to the jury to 
determine. 

The witnesses were brought into open 
court and gave their testimony while the 
questions of law were argued to the judge 
at the same time. The verdict in the case 
by the jury settled the fact and assessed 
the damages. 








House of Black, Starr & Frost Com- 
pletes a Century of Business 
Existence. ~ 

The business of Black, Starr & Frost, 430 
Fifth Ave., completed, May 1, a century of 
continuous existence, In beginning the sec- 
ond century the firm is to put up a new 
building at the corner of 48th St. and Fifth 
Ave., and the business of the concern is to 
be broadened. 

The business was founded May 1, 1810, 
by Erastus Barton, who was succeeded by 
Frederick Marquand. The firm became 
Marquand & Barton, which was followed by 
Marquand & Bros., and later Marquand & 
Co. Marquand & Co. were succeeded in 
1839 by Ball, Tompkins & Black. Mr. 
Tompkins died in May, 1851, and the firm 
became Ball, Black & Co., composed of 
Henry Ball, William Black and Ebenezer 
Monroe. In 1865 William D. Black and 
Elbert B. Monroe were admitted to the 
firm. In 1874 Ball, Black & Co. were suc- 
ceeded by Black, Starr & Frost, composed 
of Robert C. Black, who died in July, 1907; 
Cortlandt W. Starr, who died in 1888, and 
Aaron V. Frost, who died in March, 1907. 

The business was originally started in 
1810 at 166 Broadway, and in the Spring 
of 1833 moved to 181 Broadway; in 1848 
to 247 Broadway, and in June, 1861, to 565 
Broadway. In April, 1876, the business was 
moved to 251 Fifth Ave., and in March, 
1898, the concern opened the handsome store 
at 436 Fifth Ave., the location it has since 
occupied, 

The business was incorporated in Febru- 
ary, 1908, the members under the incorpo- 
ration being: President, R. Clifford Black; 
vice-president, William L. Rich; secretary 
and treasurer, Witherbee Black.

be accused have been exonerated or in- 
dicted. Therefore, all reports and rumors 
relating to this investigation, whether pub 
lished in the newspapers or otherwise, are 
idle and without authentic verification, as 
the witnesses and the officials connected 
therewith are under oath to divulge nothing 
of what has taken place, and nothing has 
been divulged.

Patent Litigation. telling of the judg- 

ment obtained by a cut 
glass manufacturing concern against a firm 
which had infringed a design patent, serves 
to call to the attention of the mercantile 
world that patent suits do not need to take 
years to be tried, but can be prosecuted or 
defended and a judgment obtained withina 
few months. Not only does this mean a 
great saving of time, but especially a saving 
of expense, both in prosecuting and de- 
fending. 
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For some years it has been the custom in 
actions brought to determine the validity of 
the patent or to prosecute infringements, to 
bring the proceedings in the United States 
Court as an equity action, have the mattér 
referred to a master in chancery to take 
testimony, and, after necessarily long de- 
lays, have the testimony of the complainant 
and defendant finally completed and the 
case then be put upon the court calendar 
to wait its turn for trial. In course of 
time the case would come up before a judge 
to whom the record would be submitted, 
and even then it would be a long time be- 
fore all the evidence taken could be proper- 
ly weighed and a decision given. 

According to the procedure followed in 
the patent case noted above,” it would 
seem that this old method is entirely un- 
necessary where a quick judgment is de- 
sired. The attorney for the complainant 
in this case had the suit tried before a 
jury as any ordinary suit would be, the evi 
dence submitted and a verdict rendered 
right away. In this proceeding the jury de- 
cided the amount of damages to be awarded, 
while the judgment formally entered de- 
clares that the patent is valid. The pro- 
ceedings in this way, it is stated, do not 
prevent the complainant from asking the 
usual injunctive relief in a subsequent ac 
tion, while it makes it easier for him to 
obtain injunctions against other defendants, 
the validity of the patent having been just 
as firmly establisheed in this way as if it 
had gone through the old chancery pro- 
cedure

of men charged with conspiracy to de- 
fraud creditors, will serve to call to the 
attention of dishonest dealers or others who 
contemplate entering into illicit schemes 
for the purpose of swindling jewelry 
houses that there is a large representa- 
tive organization in the jewelry trade that 
is not only competent but ready and willing 
to take care of the interests of its mem- 
bers, even if it has to go to great expense 
and expend extraordinary effort and do 
what it did in this case—get a special deputy 
attorney-general appointed to look after 
a prosecution, Without commenting at 
all as to the guilt or innocence of the men 
accused in the proceedings mentioned in 
these accounts, we would simply call at- 
tention to the fact that the important work 
done by the Jewelers Board of Trade and 
the publicity which has been given to it by 
the newspapers in all parts of the country 
cannot help but have a good effect in pre- 
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venting fraud in the future, ifasmuch as it 
serves to show that the Jewelers Board of 
Trade, when it starts to prosecute firms or 
individuals who conspire to defraud its 
members, is not to be turned aside from its 
purpose by adverse local conditions favoring 
the guilty party, nor will local influence be 
permitted to interfere with the operation of 
justice, no matter how strong that influence 
may be. 

The Jewelers Board of Trade is not a 
prosecuting association, but a commercial 
body composed of the bulk of the manu- 
facturing and wholesale houses of the coun- 
try, about 600 members in all, organized for 
the protection of its members and the con- 
servation of their interest and those of their 
customers. However, when it does decide 
to prosecute it has a long arm, and by rea- 
son of its size, strength and general in- 
fluence is able to overcome obstacles which 
would prove almost insurmountable to an 
individual or firm. 

In the prosecution which is now going on 
it is, of course, for the court to decide 
whether the accused be innocent or guilty, 
and there is no intention to judge the case 
in advance of the trial. However, it is a 
satisfaction to know that when the court 
does act all the facts that it is possible to 
obtain will be before it, and the creditors’ 
interests will not suffer because of any lack 
of effort or ability on the part of those in 
whose hands it is entrusted.

Jaffe re- 
cently received information which led him 
to believe that Terry was aware of his 
daughter’s whereabouts and he decided 
after consulting with the police to have 
him arrested. When in court Terry denied 
having any knowledge of the girl’s where- 
abouts. 

The Jewelers Board of Trade announces 
that at the regular monthly meeting of 
the board of directors, held April 14, a 
resolution was adopted to the effect that 
upon drafts and written demand claims 
from members against debtors located out 
side of Greater New York and Chicago, 
charges be made, irrespective of the amount 
of the draft or written or written demand 
as follows: 25 cents in addition to the bank 
exchange on each draft or written demand 
claim handled in event of non-collection 
Where such a draft or written demand 
claim was not collected by that method and 
was sttbsequently handed in for collection, 
subject to the usual schedule charges, the 
25-cent charge should be merged into and 
become a part of the usual schedule collec 
tion fee. A charge of 50 cents was de- 
cided upon, in addition to bank exchanges, 
on each draft or written draft claims han- 
dled, in the event of its collection. The 
charges went into effect May 1. 

A Brooklyn man who is neither a clock- 
maker nor a carpenter by trade has suc- 
ceeded in placing inside of a bottle, the sort 
used by druggists for holding chemicals, a 
small brass clock, set in the center with a 
miniature ship’s wheels with all the spokes 
in place, every one of which is tipped with 
brass after the most approved model. 
Wound about the clock is a coil of rope, the 
ends disappear through the brass trimmed 
holes bored in the deck. The brass num- 
bers are set in the outer rim of the wheel 
and the brass minute and hour hands are 


as firmly in place as though the whole. 
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thing had been held on a solid bench. It 
is stated that the man had to do the work 
over five times because of the fact that 
four of the bottles were broken during his 
experiments. The clock is an ordinary 
brass timepiece about as big as a good sized 
watch. It had been taken apart, slipped 
through the neck of the bottle piece by piece 
and put together by means of long handled 
pincers and other tools which were made 
especially for the purpose. 

The five men, who were arrested on a 
charge of being implicated ‘in the theft of 
2067 Waltham watch movements, whicit 
were missed from a truck while en route 
between the New York office of Robbins 
& Appleton and the Cunard line docks, on 
March 16, have been indicted by the grand 
jury and are now awaiting trial on the 
charges preferred against them. The men 


are Fred Countz, William Taylor, John 
Reily, who is also known as Comisky, 
Harry Levine and Max Cohen. The 


watches were stolen on the morning of 
March 16 when the truck driver left his 
wagon unguarded for a moment. The truck 
was found at 16th St, and Avenue B the 
same night. The police were notified and 
private detectives employed and a search 
at once started in an attempt to locate the 
missing goods. On March 31 the police ob- 
tained information which led to the re- 
covery of 1371 watch movements. Mr. 
Edan, who has charge of the claim depart- 
ment of the Insurance Company of North 
America, which insured the goods, stated 
that others are suspected of be‘ng impli- 
cated in the theft and the police are at 
present searching for them.

99th St., last week, Judge Hand made this 
indorsement on the papers: “The bank- 
rupt has filed schedules with the names of 
over 20 creditors, the amounts set forth in 
dollars and cents and these amounts are 
correctly stated.

I must conclude that he 
had access to some correct papers which 
he has not disclosed. Of course the intent 
is clear, if these be the facts. This point 
was not apparently argued before the 
referee, but it was brought out in the testi- 
mony and is clearly within the specifications. 
Discharge denied.”

The Manufacturing Jewelers’ Board of 
Trade of this city opened a New York 
branch on May 1, which will be in charge 
of Miss Florence M. Kean, of Brooklyn, 
although Horace M. Peck, manager of the 
board, will divide his time between this city 
and New York as general supervisor of the 
affairs.

Mr, Crossman also claims 
that he was knocked against the car and 
received severe bruises and injuries. He 
asks for $2,000 damages. 

The American Roll Gold Leaf Co., re- 
cently incorporated under the laws of 
Rhode Island, with a capital stock of $150,- 
000, all paid in, has taken a shop at 236 
Aborn St., which is being fitted up with 
all modern facilities for the manufacture 
of gold leaf in roll form for various pur- 
poses. The company has organized under 
its charter with Herman Waterhouse as 
president; R. C. Ranskald as treasurer. The 
directors are Claramon Hunt, Herman 
Waterhouse, R. C, Ranskald, Alfred Har- 
rison and Karl Page. The incorporators 
were Claramon Hunt of North Attleboro, 
Charles D. Winsor, of this city, and Court- 
land F. Allen, Wrentham, Mass. 

A movement is to be inaugurated to in- 
duce the employers of labor in this city to 
pay their employes on some other day than 
Saturday. Charles H. Lee, state organizer of 
the American Federation of Labor, is visit- 
ing the various trade organizations and is 
asking the co-operation of the employers 
regarding this matter. The police commis- 
sioners have recently caused the closing of 
all grocery stores on Sunday mornings, 
and it is contended that if the employes 
were to receive their pay other than Satur- 
day nights the Sunday closing would not 
so materially affect them. It has been de- 
cided by Mr. Lee to ask Commissioner of 
Industrial Statistics for data concerning 
the payment of wages in Rhode Island. 


Although many of the jewelry salesmen 
are at present in the west placing orders 
for new Fall lines there are a number of 
the buyers from the western houses here on 
the way to look over the lines of the manu- 
facturers in this city and the Attleboros. 
A number of the buyers have refused to 
look at any but the stock of manufacturers 
engaged in certain particular lines. Among 
those in this city during the past week

Morefield and 
George L. Weber, Jr., were made joint man- 
agers of the St, Louis branch of the firm 
last September by S. T. A. Loftis, the 
president, During the Winter precious 
stones disappeared from time to time from 
the stock, Mr. Loftis says. On March 28 
Morefield was discharged. Auditors from 
the homie office in New York found that a 
number of valuable stones were missing. 
The Furlong Detective Agency was em- 
ployed and Morefield was watched. Thomas 
Furlong, head of the agency, became con- 
vinced that Morefield was implicated and 
arrested Morefield on the street and took 
him to his office. A city detective was 
called and Morefield was taken to police 
headquarters and locked up. After the in- 
formation was issued he gave bond. The 
Grand Jury will investigate particularly the 
disappearance of a tray of diamond rings 
valued at $1,100 which is said to have dis- 
appeared when Morefield and two other 
men were in the offices of the firm, It is 
alleged that Morefield’s system was to take 
jewels that were re-possessed by the con- 
cern, which does a large credit business, 
and sell them and keep the proceeds.

Striking Mechanism; Chimes.—Relates to a clock 
of the kind described in Specification No. 1905, 
A.D. 1907, in which the striking-train is wound by 
the chiming-train. To overcome the difficulty of 
“setting-up”’ the spring of the striking-train, the 
barrel is provided with stop-work, which prevents 
the power of the spring from running down below 
a reserve amount given to it initially. The addi- 
tional power given by the operation of the chime- 
train is exhaused at each hour, the spring being 
unwound to the reserve limit each time striking 
occurs.

Some Calculations Applicable to Barrel Train, 
and Motion Work of Watches.

To find length of time in hours, minutes 
or seconds it takes for one revolution of a 
wheel or pinion, 

The following data is required, viz., speed 
of the driving wheel, its number of teeth, 
number of leaves in follower pinion, num- 
ber of revolutions pinion makes to one 
wheel. 

Example—Center wheel’s time speed, 60 
minutes; number of teeth, 64; number of 
leaves in third pinion, eight. 

RULE. 

Divide number of leaves in the pinion 
into number of teeth in the wheel; then 
divide the time it takes for one revolution 
of the wheel by the number of revolutions 


the pinion makes for one revolution of 
the wheel, as follows: 
64-~8=8. The third pinion makes, as 


answer: shows, eight revolutions to one of 
the center wheel; then the time it takes for 
one revolution of the center wheel, 60 min- 
utes, divided by the number of third pin 
ion’s revolutions, eight (60+ 8), gives 7%. 
The quotient shows us that one revolution 
of the third pinion is made in 7% minutes. 

Another example: Given the following 
data, determine time speed of fourth wheel. 

Number of teeth in third wheel, 60; num- 
ber of leaves in fourth pinion, eight; time 
speed for one revolution of third wheel, 7% 
minutes. 

60+-8—7% 

The quotient represents the number of 
turns which the fourth pinion makes for 
one revolution of the third wheel. Then 
the number of revolutions of fourth pinion, 
divided by time speed of third wheel, viz., 

7%+-7%=1 

The quotient tells us that one revolution 
of the fourth wheel, carrying the second 
hand, is made in one minute. The reader 
would do well to select this train from the 
fast train list and continue the calculations 
for the time speed of the escape wheel. 

To determine whether the number of 
teeth and leaves are correct in any given 
center wheel and third wheel and third and 
fourth pinions.

To determine whether a watcn has a fast

Divide the number of teeth in the fourth 
wheel by the number of leaves in the ’scape 
pinion. If the product is 10, the watch 
beats 18,000 times; if the product is nine, 
the watch beats 16,200 times: if the prod- 
uct is eight, the watch beats 14,400 times. 

To calculate the beats of any watch.

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Chimes and Bells of Historic Interest.

HE clangor of the 
bells is insepar- 
ably connected, in our 
imagination, with the 
idea of a Christian 
place of worship. Who 
has not been impressed 
with the sacred poetry 
of the solemn harmony 
of the bells, sounding 
far through the quiet 
of a Sabbath morning 
over field and fell. And 
who, in the noisy bustle 
of the big city, would 
want to lose their iron 
voice, which remind those, all too much ab- 
sorbed in busit:ess affairs, not to forget the 
eternal and spiritual things in the pursuit 
of their work. 

But besides the duty of calling us to 
worship and apart from their sacred pur- 
pose, the bells are entrusted with the more 
worldly task of apprising us, from their

metal throats, of the flight of the hours 
And it is to this secondary duty that we 
propose to devote our attention. Regarding 
its importance no dweller in a large city 
ean entertain a doubt. 

The bells, small and great, are the inti- 
mate friends of the clockmaker, because, 
perhaps, more often than any other mortal, 
he is brought face to face with them, high 
up in the belfry, and for this reason we will 
try to satisfy in this article the natural de- 
sire he may have to know more about 
them. 

There are, it may be stated, in campan- 
ology, says F. M. Feldhaus in a recent 
short note on the subject, two periods to 
be distinguished. The first period termin- 
ates about with the year 1200 and is dis- 


tinguished from the later period by the pe- 
culiar method of producing the bell shape. 
Over a core of clay there was moulded a 
bell of fat (tallow) and outside of this 
again a jacket of clay. Before the casting, 
the tallow was melted out and metal was 
poured in its place. Apparently, the pro- 
cess is simpler than the one we now use. 
But it was accompanicd with defects, which 
enable us to recognize to-day the bells of 
this ancient period. First, there occurred, 
in melting out the fat and drying the 
mould, cracks, which, as the mould was 
not open for inspection, could not be seen. 
The mould was then poured, in the hope 
of good fortune, full of metal, and as a 
result a number of bells dating from that 
period show defects in casting, partly due 
to cracks, partly to crumbling away of the 
clay mould. As the finished bells were at 
most rubbed down with a sandstone—never 
turned off—these defects could not be re- 
moved. 

After a Westphalian monk, by the name

of Theophilus, who described bells of this 
character about 1100, these bells, very valu- 
able to-day, are known as “Theophilus 
bells.” 

Special characteristics of these bells—but 
with exceptions in isolated cases—are as 
follows: Small size, varying, with few ex- 
ceptions (Hersfeld 43 inches, Augsburg 
Cathedral choir bell, 36 inches, Cologne 
Museum, 30 inches diameter), between 20 
and 15 inches in diameter, the height being 
approximately the same as the diameter; a 
remarkable hanging bow, strengthened by 
two to six stirrups, a recessed inscription, 
running from right to left, also a so-called 
mirror inscription; two or four triangular 
recesses or holes around the bell. The lat- 
ter is a sign of a bell made strictly accord-

(See 
lustration ). 

For the transition period to the present 
method of bell-casting, we find, on the 
roughly ground bells in place of the de- 
pressed inscription, engraved on the fat, a 
raised inscription modeled on the fat with 
the help of wax threads. 

In daily use is a bell of this description 
of the oldest period, at Aschara, (Saxe- 
Gotha); for upwards of 900 years, it has 
rung the people there from the cradle to 
the grave. Other belonging to this 
first period are to be found in the museums 
of Rome, Basel, Cologne and Halle, also at 


bells 


Hersfeld (cast about 1040), at Augsburg 
in the Cathedral, at Graitschen and also 
in Rosslau, Mersburg, Barnstedt and 
lheissen, It is well known that bells 


belonging to this period have found their 
way, unnoticed, into the melting furnace, 
because no one knew their high art value; 
this happened in 1890 at Unterréblingen, in 
1888 at Schkauditz, Kreis Zeitz, in 1887 at 
Heinrode, and in other places. 

Particularly remarkable are Theophilus 
bells with recessed band decoration on their 
They are to be found in 
Germany, at Ellrich, Koéchstedt, Unterrd 
blingen, Hunzen, Weddersleben, Halber- 
stadt and Langenstein. 

There are undoubtedly many Theophilus 
bells in existence which it would be diffi 
cult for the individual investigator to io- 
cate. But if a large number of clockmakers 
in Europe would be on the lookout some 
of them might be brought to light. The 
most important material has been collected 
by Chief Rector Liebeskind, of Munich- 
Bernsdorf, Thiiringia, in the “Mitteilungen 
des Germanischer National Museum,” 
Nuremberg, 1905, page 153. 

While history records the casting, cen- 
turies ago, of many bells of colossal dimen- 
sions, and some of them are still in exist- 
ence as evidence of the skill of the old bell- 
founders, we can learn but little of the 
methods they employed. Even to the ordi- 
nary reader, however, more concerned with 
the bell itself, than with the mode of its 
production, some particulars of the manner 
in which they were made would be inter- 
esting, but especially to those in any way 
connected with bells and the casting of 
bells. 

The great bell of Czar Rotokol, in Mos- 
cow, for instance, cast in 1734, which is 21 
feet in height and weighs 193 tons, is not 
only the biggest bell ever cast, but one of 
the biggest castings ever made. Even to- 
day the making of a casting of such mag- 
nitude would arouse the attention of the 
technical world. During a thre in Moscow, 
in 1737, this great bell fell to the ground 
and was badly injured, and for a century 
remained buried in earth and rubbish. In 
1837 it was raised and placed on a 
foundation, forming the dome of a 
chapel, of which the foundation constitutes 
the outer wall, and the broken side the 
doorway. There is another giant bell at 
Moscow, weighing 80 tons, that formerly 
hung in the Kremlin. The big bell at the 
temple of Dia Butsu, Kioto, Japan, is a 
notable specimen, and at Pekin, China, is 
a great bell, 14 feet high and 13 feet in 
diameter, that weighs 53% tons.

the mixture of copper and tin, of which 
bells are usually cast—technically known as 
bell-metal—was started from the tapholes 
and allowed to run into the mould. As a 
rule, the mould would be set up in a pit, 
to facilitate the operation. This ‘is the 
method that would be adopted nowadays in 
making such a casting, and is the only one 
likely to prove successful. 

Returning to the bells of olden times, 
that their founders were past masters in 
the art of proportioning the alloy entering 
into them, is established by the beauty of 
tone of the old bells and the fact that they 
have withstood, for centuries, the destruc- 
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tive effects of the vibration that has ruined 
so many fine specimens of the bell-founders’ 
skill. 

There is no lack of bells that are notable 
for one reason or another in the wide ex- 
panse of Christianity’s field, for it is to the 
practice of the Christian religion, more 
than any other factor, that the widespread 


use of the bell is to be ascribed. The

sound of the bells has always been asso- 
ciated in the public mind with religion, and 
while they are struck to indicate the quar- 
ter, half and full hours, and have been rung 
or tolled to announce a public calamity, the 
death of a noted personage, a fire, the ap- 
proach of an enemy, a public execution or 
a fanatical massacre (the signal for th2 
massacre of St. Bartholomew was given by 
a bell that until quite recently hung in a 
public building in Paris) we as a rule as- 
sociate them with a religious observance 
and look for notable specimens of bells m 
places of public worship.

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Making Artificial Flowers for the Show Window.

MOST effective means 
of attracting attention 
is to decorate the window 
with seasonable flowers. 
Nothing is so pleasing to the 
sentiment of the passer-by 
as a display of dainty Spring 
blossoms in the show win- 
dow. All storekeepers will 
recognize the value of thus 
arresting the attention of 
those who may become buy- 
ers. What is said about 
Spring blooms applies with 
equal force to other flowers 
the year around. How strik- 
ing, for instance, will be the 
effect of a window decorated 
with wisteria, shown just 
before the natural blossoms 
outdoors ! 
Natural 
flowers are expensive, and moreover the cut 
flowers wilt in a short time, however well 
they are cared for. Modern ingenuity and 
business enterprise have provided a good 
substitute for natural flowers for decorative 
purposes in those made of paper. These 
are comparatively inexpensive, especially 
when made by the storekeeper himself. 

In the large cities these paper flowers can 
be bought ready made or ordered made 
up, but in small towns it is not usually so 
easy to obtain them in this way. It then 
for the proprietor to

becomes necessary 


make them himself, especially if he should 
need some particular kind in a hurry. 


A good plan would be to have his wife 
or daughters make them for him, as this 
work is particularly weli adapted to the 
ability of women and girls, who are notice- 
ably fond of flowers. It is a very interest- 
ing, instructive occupation, and they no 
doubt would be glad of the opportunity to 
learn the art. 

With this in view a series of articles has 
been prepared, giving full instructions how 
to make the flowers, also some simple sug- 
gestions on how to use them in decorating 
a show window. 

We will begin with some general instruc- 
tions that will cover all flowers, so as not 
to go over the same ground repeatedly 
when we take up each flower individually. 

The general materials used are crépe and 
tissue paper, binding and stem wires, some 
library paste and a brush, a good pair of 
scissors (a large and a small pair would 
be found of great help), some flexible card- 
board to cut into patterns, and a good-sized 


brush (sable preferred) for tinting. Most 
of the work is done with the fingers. 
In cutting the crépe or tissue paper from 


the patterns'it is advisable to fold the paper 
so that you will cut through at least a 
quire, or 24 sheets, at a time. This is 
easily done because of the thin sheets, and 
saves much time, it being necessary to cut 
a great number of forms from each pat- 
tern to make a sufficient number of flowers 
to decorate a window. 


Lay your pattern on top of the quire of 
paper. Hold the paper and pattern firmly in 
one hand, with the thumb in the center of 
the pattern; then cut around the edge of the 
pattern with scissors in the other hand, turn- 
ing the paper and pattern when convenient 
to make the complete course around the 
pattern. Care must be taken not to cut into 
your pattern, or you will gradually spoil the 
shape. 

Wrappers for the stem wires are cut into 
strips a half inch wide and from two to 
three feet in length, according as a short 
or long stem is needed. A number should 
be cut at a time. 

The best way to wrap a wire is first to 
moisten the end of a strip with paste, then 
wind it around the wire by turning the wire 
between the fingers like a spindle, and not 
by holding the wire still and wrapping the 








strip around. The first way not only as- 
sures a tightly wrapped stem, but is also 
the quickest way. When the end of the 
stem is reached, moisten the paper again 
with paste and twist together. his method 
is elucidated in the illustrations (which 
show the dogwood flower). Fig. 1 repre- 
sents the strip, Fig. 2 the flower bound to- 
gether with binding wire wrapped a couple 
of times around its neck. Fig. 3 shows the 
strip wrapped a couple of times around the 
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neck after the end has been moistened with 
paste. Fig. 4 shows it continued down 
around the wire stem, thus forming a calyx 
for the flower of the ends below the binding 
wire. Fig. 5 shows a leaf wrapped further 
down the stem. This is done by simply 
placing the end.of the leaf on the wire and 
carrying the wrapper over that end. Care 
must be taken in this whole process to see 
that the strip is wrapped tightly, so it will 
not work loose in handling, and also to 
secure the neat workman-like finish of your 
stem. 

The stem wires are sometimes separate, 
long, stout ones (as the rose), and at other 
times there is used a thin covered wire to

bind the neck of the flower, and then one 
of the ends is continued down for the stem 
(as dogwood). 

The same method of wrapping is pursued 
when wrapping a heavy piece of twine or 
light rope to use as a vine (as wisteria). 

In making paper flowers it would be the 
proper thing to procure a real flower of the 
kind that is to be used and study it care- 
tully. This will insure a better and a more 
natural result. The occupation will thus be- 
come doubly instructive and a surprising 
number of facts will be learned about plants. 

A little patience, time and perseverance, 
and you will eventually accomplish gratify- 


ing results in creating fine material for 
cecorative displays. 
Try to be systematic in your work. First 


have all your forms cut out, then do the 
tinting and any extra cutting needed on 
these. Bind all the petals of the flowers, 
one after the other, until you have a large 
pile ready. Then wrap all the stems into 
these until used up. By this method you 
will save time and energy. 

In making window displays with flowers 
it is always best to use those flowers that 
bloom during the season at which you are 
making your display. Don’t dress your 
window with chrysanthemums in the Spring 
or dogwood in the Fall. Don’t put too 
many varieties in at once, and, above all, 
do not put colors together that will clash. 
A riot of color may look all right to you 
in a garden, but it is well in making window 
displays to give your jewelry a chance, aside 
from the matter of good taste involved. 
Harmonious colors arranged in good groups 


and some restraint in numbers produce 
better results than profuseness and con- 
fusion. 

It is proposed in these articles, as a 


help to the jeweler, to describe the making 
of those flowers that are in season as the 
instalments progress during the year. For 
example, in June, roses; in the Fall, chrys- 
anthemums, and in the Spring, the jonquil. 
The making of some simple things appro- 
priate to use with flowers, as_ butterflies, 
etc., will also be described. 
The Dogwood. 

This flower is one of the Spring’s earli- 
est blossoms. It is a large show flower, 
and will make a very festive-appearing win- 
dow if used in the decorations. It is a very 
good one for the beginner to try first, as 
it is simple and comparatively easy to make. 

We use for this flower crépe paper of 
four shades—white, brown, green and a very 
light green. Considerable white paper will 
be needed, as that is the color of the large 
petals. Fig. 6 shows the pattern of these 
large white petals. It should measure about 
2% inches across its widest part and be

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important also to cut the paper so that the 
crinkles or grain of the paper run with the 
long way of the leaf, in order that the tint- 
ing may be correct. When a good supply 
of these petals has been cut, take a brush 
and tint the little dent in the top of the 
petal, as shown at the top of Fig. 6. This 
is done by touching the extreme edge and 
letting the color run of its own accord on 
the paper. This little touch of color repre- 
sents a peculiarity of the dogwood flower, 
which shows what looks like a little piece 
eaten out and discolored around the edges. 
The coloring matter is made by soaking 
some dark brown tissue paper in water. 
Cut out the leaves (Fig. 7) in the same 
manner as described for the petals. These 
are cut out of the green crépe paper and 
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measure 1% inches across in the widest 
part, by 2% inches long. 

The brown crépe paper is to be cut in 
strips for the stem wrappers (Fig. 1). Also 
cut several pieces of it and the light green 
paper, as in Fig. 8. These measure 2% by 
1% inches high. Take a brown and a light 
green one of these oblong slips and place 
them together. Fold in half and fold that 
half again, keeping the brown strip on top, 
as shown in Fig. 9. Make several cuts into 
the top of this with a scissors so that it 
looks like Fig. 10. This is then rolled up 
and is to represent the stamens and pistils, 
or the center of our flower. Take one of 
the large white petals in such a way that 
it will crease on the end as in Fig. 11, and 
place it the center stamens and 
pistils as in Fig. 12. Place one 
on the opposite side, then one between the 
two, overlapping them on the sides, and 
finally one opposite that. The reason for 
this is that the dogwood has four petals, 
placed on the plan of a cross.

If you wish to be very true to nature you™ 
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can make the second two petals a little 
smaller than the first, but this is not abso- 
lutely necessary. Now tie the neck together 
with the end of a long, thin wire, as shown 
in Fig. 2, and proceed to wrap the wire 
into a stem as previously instructed and 
shown in Figs. 3, 4 and 5, wrapping in two 
leaves. 

Your flower, when completely put 
gether, is ready for the final touches, which 
may be more accurately described as pulls. 
Take each petal, holding the edge on either 
side at the widest part, and gently stretch it. 
This will remove the stiff look and make 
a more natural appearing flower. Trueness 
to nature, in fact, should always be the ulti- 
mate aim of the flower maker. The leaves 
can also be treated in the same manner, 

Now, if you have followed the directions 
carefully, your completed flower should look 
like the illustration at the head of this arti- 
cle, which is a dogwood flower made of 
crepe paper after the methods described, and 
to which a natural look has been given 
by twining it around a twig of the real 
The most effective way of using

this blossom is to procure the real branches 
of the dogwood and bend the stems of your 
flowers around the various twigs. The 
effect is wonderfully realistic. 

This blossom has its greatest use in back- 
ground and overhead effects. It is a good 
thing to twine around bothersome pillars 
that happen to exist in some windows. Be- 
ing white or a negative color, it combines 
readily with any of the other chromatic 
flowers without producing disagreeable ef- 
fects. What is more important for the 
jeweler, however, they will harmonize with 
any kind of stock ‘put in the window except 
a display consisting mainly of cut glass, 
there not being enough contrast in the latter.

She lowers her eyes 
modestly as if not to detract attention from 
the Child, whom she reverently touches 
with her finger tips. In spite of all solem- 
nity, she has a cheerful and worldly ex- 
pression in her beautiful Tuscan face, with 
high arched eyebrows, naively pointed lips 
and prominent temperamental chin, The 
folds of the veil around her head are rolled 


up like waves, and a few curls are playing 
over the ears and neck. 

“The Child, with his exaggerated, full 
form, is a mate to the bronze statuette of a 
reclining child recently acquired by the Mu- 
seum and shown on the nearby screen. The 
expression of the whole comp sition is in- 
tensified by the splendid preservation of the 
terra cotta and the attractive coloring which 
has been only slightly restored. 

“The quality of the work makes it nearly 
impossible to attribute it to Francesco di 
Simone, a convenient name for works that 
show some puzzling characteristics. Many 
do not hesitate to attribute it to Verrocchio 
himself, as was done by Marcel Raymond 
and by Frank J. Mather, Jr. (Evening Post, 
Feb. 14, 1910). On account of caution, 
however, we prefer to attribute it to the 
studio of the artist.” 








Oldest Known Pottery. 


r a meeting of the Manchester Literary 
and Philosophical Society recently in 
London Sir William Bailey read a paper 
giving further details of the remarkable 
discoveries of prehistoric pottery made by 
Hewitt Myring in Peru. 

Sir William explained that the 
eries, which have attracted widespread at- 
tention, at least one American museum 
having tried to secure the pottery, were 
made during the exploration of the Chim- 
cuna Valley in Peru. Mr. Myring was ex- 
ploring the sand ridges in the hope of 
finding something in the Inca graves, but 
it appeared that the valley had been used 
as a cemetery by the Chimus, the race 
before the Incas, and as he went on he dis- 
covered hundreds of pieces of what is prob- 
ably the most aneient pottery in the world. 
These pieces, which are in the best state 
of preservation, have been brought to Eng- 
land and about a third of them have been 
secured for the British Museum. 

The speaker said that the Egyptian pot- 
tery of any dynasty was not equal to the 
best of the Peruvian specimens. The model- 
ing of the human face was startling in its 
art. Both dignity and laughter were shown 
and the muscles of the cheek, the wrinkles 
of the skin and the flexibility of the nostrils 
were depicted with great care and skill

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bows nor arrows had been discovered. No 
horses were to be found, but there was a 
beast like a hornless antelope. Birds were 
somewhat abundant and a batlike beast, 
stags and frogs were imitated. 

The broad, intellectual human faces rep- 
resented on some of the pieces were doubt- 
less portraits. They might easily be taken 
for English or German faces. The work- 
manship was equal to any of the portrait 
jugs in vogue in this country in the 
eighteenth century and in some cases was 
better art. 

The age of the pottery might be anything 
between 5,000 and 10,000 years. Many of 
the pots contained silver pellets and neces- 
saries for a journey, thus revealing that 
these early races shared in the belief in an- 
other world and a state of transmigration 
possibly entailing hardship and the need 
of endurance. The absence of rain in Peru 
and the presence of silicates jn the soil had 
helped to preserve the specimens intact— 
Pottery, Glass & Brass Salesman. 


Diamonds for the British Museum. 





TT trustees of the British Museum 
have received from the Premier 
(Transvaal) Diamond Mining Co., Ltd., a 
generous gift of diamonds, which will 
shortly be added to the collection of dia- 
monds in the Mineralogical Department of 
the Natural History Museum at South 
Kensington. The diamonds, 18 in number, 
weigh together about 28 carats. 

The specimens range from a’ perfectly 
colorless white crystal of the finest quality 
to the bort, which is used for grinding pur- 
poses and for rock-drills. Comprised among 
them are two brown stones, a pink and a 
yellow stone. There is also a twin or 
macle crystal. 

A specimen of exceptional interest is a 
small piece of blue ground with a diamond 
embedded in it. This will doubtless attract 
the attention of many visitors to the Mu- 
seum, inasmuch as it is a rarity to see a 
diamond in a matrix. Indeed, very few of 
those who work in the diamond mines at 
Kimberley have ever seen a diamond actu- 
ally embedded in the blue ground. There 
is also a series of specimens of rock taken 
from the mine at different depths, ranging 
from 15 ft. to 160 ft. The specimen from 
the depth nearest to the surface is of an 
orange color and of a powdery consistency. 

With these specimens the company has 
forwarded’ examples of iron pyrites and 
other minerals found in association with 
the diamonds, including the red garnet, 
otherwise known as the “Cape ruby.” 

The gift of the Premier Diamond Mining 
Co. is the more acceptable to the Museum 
inasmuch as hitherto the collection of 
precious stones at South Kensington has 
included very few diamonds of which the 
precise locality is known. Most of its 
diamonds are of Brazilian origin and there 
is no series taken, as these newest acquisi- 
tions are taken from one particular mine. 

It is hoped, says the London Times, 
that the company’s example in enriching 
the national collection may be imitated by 
others in a position to make similar con- 
tributions to our knowledge of precious 
stones. 


‘*movac sevres cHina.’’ By Egan Mew. Pub- 
lished by T. C. & E. C. Jack, London, and Dodd, 
Mead & Co., New York. Cloth, 90 pp., 8% x 
6% inches. Price, $1. 


S number three in a series of six ‘Mas 
térpieces of Handicraft,” under the 
general editorship of T, L. Hare, comes the 
title “Royal Sévres,” recently off the press. 
Each of these six volumes contains 26 
plates, eight of them in color. 

Truly the engraver’s and printer’s arts are 
rapidly advancing to a degree of usefulness 
in spreading throughout a nation cultural 
benefits little dreamt of a few years ago. 
This is a cheap price for a chromatically 
illustrated art work, but these are no cheap 
plates. The eight reproductions of Sévres 
gems in their original colors bring forth 
to the reader’s eye the artistic polychrome 
merits of those lovely porcelains as vividly 
as can the most expensive works published. 
And the story, so full of interest, of the 
origin and growth of the Sévres factory, 
from a private to a royal enterprise, and the 
marvelous works produced by this un- 
equalled fictile source, are well told in the 
text of Egan Mew. All this at a dollar 
would have been impossible a short time 
ago to the publisher who paid his rent. 
Space is also found’ for five pages of 
“Marks and Monograms of the Painters, 
Decorators and Gilders and Date Letters.” 

Mr. Egan’s view of the position Sévres 
wares take in the public mind is expressed 
thus: “Sévres holds probably the highest 
place among all ceramics in the popular 
mind. Oriental productions are for those 
with a sense of fine art; Meissen, or Dres- 
den as it is called, is well known, but not 
greatly understood; yet the very name 
of Sévres calls to the vision of the man 
in the street the porcelain of princes, the 
last word of gorgeous decoration, vivid 
coloring, luxury and display.” 

The story of Sévres is one that wears so 
well its repetition does not fail of interest; 
the effective efforts of the art-loving Pom- 
padour, the romance of France’s struggle 
and belated success in discovering the all- 
necessary clays to produce the envied pate 
dure of “Dresden.” 

Too much cannot be said in favor of this 
popularizing of the fictile art with printed 
and well illustrated publications at prices 
within the reach of all. This placing vivid 
ly in colors as well as form the actual beau- 
ties of ceramic works before every Ameri- 
can citizen on the farm as well as in the 
metropolis is truly cultural work to be com- 
mended alike by those having the mental 
advancement of the nation at heart as well 
as those interested commercially in fictile 
wares, ancient or modern. 

Such little volumes at an_ insignificant 
cost are assuredly missionaries that must 
preach powerfully to all who have a nature 
slightly receptive for the beautiful. The 
enjoyment to the senses in viewing the love- 
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ly early pate tendre color and glaze in ac- 
tuality comes next nearest a_ realization 
when seeing their artistic reproduction ac- 
companied by an intelligible text of the 
romantic story. 

The jeweler will do well in using this 
booklet to enthuse his patrons, as well as 
himself, in ceramics, a useful side line and 
a profitable one to place in his store, as 
many have discovered in the past and others 
will in the future.

Published 
by Harper & Bros., London and New York. 


| N the preface to this booklet on diamonds 
the author says: “Returning to Eng- 
land after the visit of 1896, I gave two lec- 
tures on diamonds at the Imperial Institute 
and one at the Royal Institute. These lec- 
tures and the lectures delivered at Kimber- 
ley in 1905 * * * form the basis of the 
present volume.” As a verbatim report of 
his masterly lecture was printed in THE 
JEWELERS’ CrRCULAR-WEEKLY it is not nec- 
essary to give the space here that the im- 
portance of the information otherwise 
would require. 

Those jewelers who desire to have the 
science of gems well represented on their 
bookshelves must acquire this booklet, 
which covers the subject in a general way, 
but especially as to the location of any geo- 
logical properties of diamond mines, even 
the one in Arkansas being mentioned, as 
well as the report upon it by Drs. Kunz 
and Washington. 

The engravings contained in the work 
will prove interesting to the jeweler who 
wants graphic ideas of the source of those 
glittering stones he is indebted to for so 
large a share in his income. They are from 
photographs taken by Prof. Crookes, “a few 
are copied from plans lent by Mr. Gardner 
Williams and one or two are from photo- 
graphs purchased at Kimberley.” They well 
depict, principally, the “workings” of the 
South African mines. Specially interesting 
are the following: “Crystalline Forms of 
Native Diamonds”; “Triangular Markings 
on Natural Face of a Diamond Crystal” 
and “Triangular Markings Artificially Pro- 
duced on a Diamond Crystal”; “Moissan’s 
Electric Furnace”; “Artificial Diamond 
Made by the Author from Molten Iron,” 
and “Moissan’s Artificial Diamonds.” 

As might be expected, most of the space 
in this booklet is devoted to the Kimberley 
and other South African diamond mines, 
but the story is well rounded off with some 
information on diamonds the world over, 
and the peculiar properties of the carbon 
gem, which latter phase of the important 
subject Prof. Crookes is so well able to dis- 
cuss, having spent much study on and many 
scientific investigations in this particular 
field

Question No, 2562.—Polishing Wheels. 
—How can I best make the leather-covered 
polishing wheels? I want to use them fo 
grinding and polishing repair work at the 
bench. Po WW: 

ANSWER:—The covered polishing wheels 
are best made from dry white pine wood. 
To begin, select a piece of pine board of the 
thickness wanted, center it with a hole the 
size of the arbor on the lathe, and turn up 
true. A good strip of leather is scarfed 
on one end, glue is applied to the turned-up 
wheel and the end of the leather tacked 
in place. Stretch the leather around as 
tight as possible. Secure it with tacks at 
several places. The other end of the 
leather is scarfed to fit in closely and after 
securing with tacks is left to dry for about 
20 hours. Remove the tacks and turn the 
wheel to a true circle. A paste is made of 
thin glue and whatever grade of grinding 
powder desired, and the leather on’ the 
wheel is evenly painted over with it. After 
partial drying the wheel is rolled on a 
board on which is spread some of the 
grinding powder and set in a warm place 
to thoroughly dry. When the first coat is 
quite hard a second is applied in the same 
way, and this is repeated three or four 
times, In grinding, the wheel is freed from 
particles of metal, from time to time, by 
holding a piece of sandstone against its 
periphery for a few moments. For articles 
of more complex shape, where such a wheel 
as the one described could not well be 
used, a wheel of fiber bristles is used, with 
a rather thick paste of machine oil and 
grinding powder. For polishing, softer ap- 
pliances must be used, as felt wheels, rag 
wheels of cotton or muslin.. For still finer 
work use rag wheels of woolen cloth, and 
finally wheels of soft rawhide. In order 
to have the polishing proceed rapidly some 
preparation must be used on the wheel. 
The best plan is to use the prepared polish- 
ing materials put up by reliable manufac- 
turers, such as rouge, crocus pastes, Vienna 
lime or tripoli. 

Question No, 2563.—Nickel Ammonia 
re give me the ingredients used 
for nickel ammonia bath. N. A. 

ANSWER :—The nickel ammonia bath con- 
sists of 12 ounces of double sulphate of 
nickel and ammonia, dissolved in one gal- 
lon of water Add to this one ounce of 


common salt. 

Question No. 2564.—Repairing Sterling 
Spoons.—/ have some old sterling silver 
spoons, the bowls of which are worn as 
thin as paper, but the handles are very 
well preserved. I was requested to repair 
the spoons so they can be used on special 








occasions as they are o!d neirlooms. How 
can I best do this job? a &, F. 

ANSWER :—The easiest way to repa‘r the 
spoons would be to cut off the bowls at 
the handles and solder on a new bowl from 
another spoon. But this is not permitted by 
many owners as they want to preserve as 
much of the old spoon as possible. One 
way is to hammer a sheet of thin silver into 
a shape so it will fit in or outside of the 
old bowl, then solder around the edges, 
file off and polish. Another way is to fill 
in by cutting out the thinnest part of the 
bowl and to fit in a new piece, silver 
solder, then file even and polish. But in this 
case the edges of the bow! must be thick 
enough to permit the new piece to be 
soldered in. Another plan is to lay on a 
patch over the thin spots; solder it and let 
remain. This method allows the patch to 
be seen, but it is, nevertheless, acceptable 
by many. To make the bowls for repairs 
take a piece of hard wood and hollow out 
on the end a place like a spoon; smooth as 
much as possible and then, with a rounded 
hammer or mallet, the silver sheet can be 
hammered to any size or shape desired. 
After soldering in a piece, or a patch, ‘the 
whole can be shaped up on an iron post or 
stake. Use a smooth-faced hammer. Be- 
fore attempting to solder old silver one 
should be sure all oxidizing is first re- 
moved on both the old and new pieces, as 
it is difficult to make good solder joints un- 
less the silver is perfectly clean. 

Question No, 2565.—Jewelers’ Wax.— 
How can I make a jewelers’ wax suitable 
for filling gold-headed canes? J. W. 

ANSWER :—Jewelers’ wax, also known as 
jewelers’ cement, is made by melting com- 
mon resin slowly until it flows freely, then 
adding plaster of Paris; stir while adding 
the plaster. When a little is cooled on a 
slab it will spring when pried off with the 
flat of a knife if the proportions are correct. 

Question No, 2566.—Black Filling for 
Engraved Letters.—jWjat can I use as a 
filling to make engraved lettering show up 
black? Bn. F. 

ANSWER :—Black lacqr er is very good for 
black filling. The lacquer should be applied 
so that the letters are well filled, then placed 
in a drying oven, thoroughly dry. The sur- 
face can then be freed, by means of a cloth 
saturated with a!cohol, from the lacquer that 
has run over the letters. The old method 
is to use shoemakers’ heel ball, and this is 
usually applied after the article has been 
heated enough over an alcohol lamp so that 
the wax will melt when applied. Another 
filling may be obtained by melting together 
24 parts of pure beeswax and two parts of 
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litharge. Stir until the mass assumes @ 
brownish appearance, then add one part of 
oil lampblack and stir again. 

Question No. 2567.—Plaster Casting 
want to make 
some statuary out of a plaster combination 
that will stand gilding when complete. 

ANSWER :—A plaster cast made from the 
best dental plaster will cast up very close, 
and carn be plumbagoed so it will stand the 
gilding solution. Reissing’s combination for 
gilding plaster consists of gypsum chalk 
and glue, but it requires from six to eight 
hours to harden sufficiently to admit of 
being removed from the mould. Efforts 
have been made to overcome this disadvan- 
tage by adding alum and sugar of lead, but 
no appreciable results have been obtained 
by this means. On the other hand, a rapid 
hardening can be produced by using potas- 
sium sulphate, potassium bisulphate or po- 
tassium carbonate, and particularly chrome 
alum. The same effect can be produced by 
lining the moulds with gauze or linen 
steeped in a solution of the above salts. 








An English Soldering Device. 


(From the Brass World.) 
NOVEL device for soldering recently 
has made its appearance in England. 
It is supposed to take the place of a solder- 
ing iron, but is so constructed that both 
hands are left free to hold the work to 


be soldered. As constructed, the device

consists of a goose-neck piece of copper 
which fits upon a gas bracket. The loop 
of the goose-neck is heated by a burner 
that fits over the end of the bracket. In 
this manner the whole is heated. 


To use the device the gas is lighted and’ 


the goose-neck allowed to heat. The tip 
is tinned previous to applying in the same 
manner as that followed in using a solder- 
ing iron. The tip is then held to the por- 
tion of the work to be soldered, and as 
both hands are free clamping is avoided. 
The device is, of course, useful only for 
soft soldering.
